2 INTRODUCTION. 

In the Year 1736, the learned and iaduBtrioos 
Dr. AsTRuc, who was Physician to Louis XIV, 
of France, published an elab(»ate History of the- 
Origin — Nature — Cause — and Cure of Venereal Dis- 
orders, from their first appearance in Europe in 1495 
to 1736, and has given a Chronological Catalt^e, 
and an Analysis of the Works of 175 Authors ; 
whose names the Reader will find at the end of the 
table ^ contents prefixed to the first volume of 
Dr. Barrowby's translation of his work, in 1737. 

To compose this httle Book, the Editor has been 
obliged to digest as many volumes as Dr. Astnic did.

biitely more satlsfacrtory tlutn any collectioQ of the 
tinwj^orted opinions of any iDdiridual, however per- 
fectly he may have made out his title to oiedibility. 

This concentration of the most useful practical facts 
contained in the works of more than a Century of 
Surgeons, into one small volume, will save Students 
who seek information much Time in Reading, and 
Money in purchasing the varions Books, — for the 
Editor has endeavoured to give the Reader of the fol- 
lowing Pages, all the Instruction which he found in 
as many Volumes, — therefore. He trusts that those 
who read his Book will neither drink that his Labour 
has been lost, nor their Time ill employed.

Professors have hitherto not ap- 
peared to be quite unanimous*, especially that very

The remark is true — innumerable Authors have 
succeeded well enough in the former, which is easier 
than the latter, in the ratio, that it is easier to vrrite 
up to the Admiratioa of many, than it is to write 
down to the Comprehension of All, and that the

raagement the whole system euff^v from the treat- 
ment necessary to remove it, however careful and 
sagacious the Surgeon, however cautious and sub- 
missive the PaUent, The local derangements are 
tnfliog, compared to the injury done to the Nerves 
and the Stomach, and its ultimate debilitating effects 
on the Constitution. 

Therefore, the distressing consequences of this Die-

axiom,) and has given rise to the vulgar notion, that

If 
the appearancet be ihubtjiil, let the dischai^e be left to ittelf, to 
pursue its regular detenniued course, under simple ablution, or the 
cautious injection of tepid water, and the progress of the symp- 
toms will soon shew whether the complaint be virulent or not. 

" The number of these discharges is so great, that they have 
often given unmerited reputation to a practice of early injecting. 
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Immediately on the application of a very mild astrin- 
gent Injection, and often aubside spontaneously, 
by merely for a few days avoiding the cause which 
excited them. 

To the inexperienced, these events are extremely 
alarming, and are often attributed to the Infidehty* 

which, if followed in a tnie legitimaxe Goaotrbtta, would do much 
mischief; and to ODe legitimate Goaorriusa tliere are many of thii 
description."-— J. Howiao on Ven. Di*. 1800, toI. ii. pp. 323, 
330, and 339. 

" Men who hare rode long or hasty journeys, or have used 
violent eierciaes of any kind — otfaeis who have been guil^ of 
excess, in drinking, ornith women, -will frequently have a ninning 
appear, which is sometimes of a bad colour, and very considerable 
in quantity ; and if the body haa been much heated, the patient 
may feel some kind of sensation, upon making water, difierent 
from what is conmon.

We couid not choose but give the following extra- 
i^dinary experiment by Dr. Swediaur, so courage- 



neglecC in diatinguiahiiig vesereBl gDnorrlxeas irom those arising 
from other stimuli, <baTe too frequently been, to my certain know- 
ledge, thfl inemediable cause of destroying tlie peace and hai- 
moa; of many a worthy and virtiioua pair. A gentleman of my 
particular acquaintance, had connexion with a Lady (whom he 
lived with for some time ia hahita of intimacy) at a time she was 
afflicted with fluor alhua, to a very violent degree ; the conse- 
quence waa, b twenty-fout hours after being with her, he was 
seized wifli an excoriation all over the glana penis, and an oozing 
out of matter, attended with a puriform discharge from the 
Vtethia, and other symptoms of virulent gonorrhcea. These ap- 
pearances astonished him greatly; for being GonMent of his own 
constancy, and no less so of the honour and integrity of his female 
liiend, be did not therefore apply to any suigeon, but wailed the - 
event, only bathing the parts frequently with warm milk and water, 
with no other intention than to keep them clean ; by which treat- 
ment, together with religiously avoiding any intercoui-se widi one 
another, he was relieved in the space of a few days, from a slate 
of great suspense and uneasiness." — Mr. Tvrnbvll on Lves Ven. 
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ously made "in propria peniona," and so canditfly 
communicated " pro bono publico ! I" 

" I am convinced, by experimenta made on my- 
self, and from observations made upon others, tbat 
Gonorrlueas are sometimes produced from other acri- 
monies or stimuli, applied to the Urethra, with 
nearly the same symptoms as we observe in a Vene- 
real Gonorrhcea; nay, I am now even incUned to 
believe that such Gouorrhosas may sometimes be pro- 
pagated as well as Venereal ones : local inflamma- 
tion of the Urethra, accompanied with the running 
called generally Gonorcfaixa, is not always of a 
Venereal nature, neither in men nor women. 

" I have besides, fbr these many years past, been 
consulted by a variety of patients, for Runnings very 
similar to Venereal Gonorrhceas, but often so mild in 
their symptoms, and so short in their duration, that 
I began to doubt of their Venereal nature. I have 
seen married people, who lived together in the most 
perfect harmony and friendship, where the one was 
affected with such a discharge for several days, 
without communicating the least symptom to the 
other. 

" With some of them I have been most intimately 
acquainted, and convinced, without a doubt, that 
they were faithfully attached to each other ; and that, 
therefore, the disease must have been owing to some 
other cause. 

" Ail these observations, taken together, led me to 
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believe, that some kinds of luniimg might perhaps 
owe their origin, not to the Venereal poison, but to 
some difierent cause, either external or internal. 
I began to sn^ct that a discharge might be pro- 
duced by any stimulng applied to the Urethra, 
whether Venereal or not, provided it be sufficiently 
acrid to excite an inflammation, and consequent pre- 
tematoral secretion of Mucus from the Urethra ; just 
as Coryzas, accompanied with a lai^ pretematurally 
coloured Becretlon from the mucus membraoe of the 
Qose, arise from other causes. 

" Having revolved these ideas in my mind for 
several years, to establish a solid principle, the result 
of which I considered very interesting to humanity, 
and especially to every philosophical Phyuciau, I de- 
termined at last to make an experiment upon myself, 
which should either confirm the theory I had laid 
down, or entirely overthrow it. 

" With this view, I took six ounces of water, and 
dropped into it as much of caustic volatile alkali, as 
gave the mixture a very sharp fiery taste; this liquor 
I injected into my Urethra, compressing the canal 
with the fingers of my other hand below the ftcenum, 
that it might be prevented from going further, and 
thus be applied to the very part which is generally 
the seat of the Venereal Gouorrhcea : the moment it 
touched the inside of the Urethra, 1 felt such an 
insupportable pain, that I could not retain it for a 
single second; but withdrew the syringe, much against 
my vnll, ahnost at the instant of Injection, and the 
c2 
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iDJect«d liquor ran out. But Ihoi^tf the pain con- 
tinued very severe for half a quarter of an hour, I re- 
Bolved to make a second trial. It occasioned a more 
severe pain than I ever remember to have fek in my 
life before ; yet I retained it for very near the space of 
a minute ; when the pain became so ezcruciatir^, that 
I could bear it no longer, and therefore vritbdiew the 
syringe. I inst^tly felt a strong desire to make 
water ; but having taken this precaution before I made 
the experiment, 1 suppressed the inclinatioa. 1 lay 
down on my sofa, and awaited the event with pa- 
tience ; but so violent was the piun, that it was nearly 
an hour before I was able to move. I then amused 
myself with reading during the remainder of the 
afternoon, ate my Dinner as usual, but went early to 
Bed. 1 was now obliged to make water, which I had 
not done since the time of injecting the liquor. 
When the Urine came to the place to which the in- 
jection had been applied, I felt a very severe pain, 
but less violent than what 1 expected. 

" Having slept well during the night, I exUnined 
the part as soon aa I awaked next morning, and 
found a pretty lai^ discharge of purifonn matter, of 
the same greenish yellow colour with that in Virulent 
Gonorrhceas. 

" The pain in making water was now greatly in- 
creased, and the following night my rest was inter- 
rupted by painful involuntary erections. 

" The morning after, the discharge was much 
more plentiful, nearly of the same colour, only pec- 
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haps a little more greenish ; the pain in making; 
water, however, was now so violent, that I resolved 
to mitigate it by injecting some lukewarm oil of 
almonds. By this it was greatly abated : the run- 
ning continued 6ve days, the pain all the while 
growing remaikably less in the part affected. 

" But I now observed very distinctly a new in- 
flammation taking place, lower down in the Urethra, 
where I had felt nothing before, and where none of 
the injection had touched. This new inflammation 
began, as it Kerned to me, at the very border of the 
former, extending itself lower down in the Urethra, 
and was fbllowed by a copious discharge, attended 
with the same symptoms as before, and continued for 
six days; at the end of which all the symptonts 
were greatly abated. But now, to my surprise, 1 felt 
distrnctly the symptoms of a third inflammation taking 
place, extending from the border of the former, about 
the Caput Gallinaginis, to the very neck of the blad- 
der, and attended by an Ardor Urinse, and copious 
discharge like the preceding. At this time 1 was 
seriously alarmed, for I had constantly injected the 
warm oil of almonds three times a day. I perceived 
that the inflammation first excited by the caustic 
alkali, was most evidently communicated from one 
part of the Urethra to the other, whence I was afraid 
that an inflammation of the whole internal surface 
irf the bladder might at length ensue, and be at- 
tended, perhaps, with dangerous consequences. 

" In this sitiwtioa 1 continued, betwixt hope and 
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fear, for about seven' or eight days ; vhea I found, at 
la«t, to my great satiafkction, thia inflammation gra- 
dually abate, together witb tbe diacharge, without 
passing the limits of the Urethra; and I was per- 
fectly freed fromevery symptom of these three dtstuKt 
Gonorrhceat, as I might call them, at the end of the 
sixth week." — Dr. Swediaur o» Ven. Camp. 1786, 
p. 30, &c.; and of the last edition in 1821, p. 141, 
&c, — this latter should be in every Medical Library. 

The miserable misapprehensioiis of Igaorance*, 
can only be prevented by tbe promulgation of Truth. 

* " The younger part of the profession are apt to suppose that 
every discharge of matter from the genitals, especially in men, 
arises from tbe Venereal disease : but although this is undoubtedly 
true in a greal proportion of cases, yet every practiiiooer of expe- 
rience must have met with instances of the reverse, and in which the 
reputation of the most virtuous people might have been ruined, had 
the distinction which we are now considering been overlooked. J 
have met with diflereotiostancesof men newly manied being seized 
with this symptom, in some of which, although there was at first 
much cause for suspicion on the pan of the Husband ; yet, on 
being informed, by a person in whom they had placed confidence, 
tliat this kind of cunning is a frequent effect of odier causes, and 
that the discharge, which bad newly taken place, would probably 
shew, by its ending more quickly thsa Gonorrhixa Virulenta 
usually does, that it was of a different nature,^they soon became 
less auxious, aind at last were convinced of their fears being 
groundless. 

" In like manner, I have, in different instances, been oonxutted 
by women who have fancied that they themselves have been

a^teted, we all know how djffitnilt it is, in such matters, to set it 

" I know many who uaiformly experience a return of die dis- 
charge on being exposed to much bodily fatigue, particularly 
much riding on horaeback, or jolting in a carriage on a rough 
roaxl, or their being overheated with wine, or having more con* 
nexion than usual with even a sound woman." — Bell on Gonor- 
rhea, 8vo.

" Gonorrbcea in Women is with the greatest difficulty dis- 
tinguished from Fluor Albus, in which the dischai^e is some- 
times as variously coloured as that of a virulent Gonorrbcaa in its 
worst stale, and sometimes so sharp as to excoriate the parts 
through which it passes, and occasion no inconaideiable degree of 
heat and pain in making water. 

" Preguaut Women are sometimes subject to this, which not 
only occasions great uneasiness in making water, but even occa- 
sions very painfiil ulcerations on the labia pudendi, on the inside 
of the nymphs, and even upon the clitoris and its pnepuLum. 1 
have met with two instances of this kind,' in both which the com- 
plaints had 90 much the appearance of Chancres, that, after bleed- 
ii^, laxatives, and the assiduous use of emollient applications, I 
could not help trying mercurial fticiions, and the sarsaparilla diet 
drinks. But all to no purpose ; for no method that I could think 
of was able to ptocure the patients any relief till they were 
brought to bed; at which time their complaints entirely vanished. 
In bodi cases the labia were every now and then considerably 
swelled and callous ; and yet, upon the strictest examination, no 
eircnmstance could be collected, trom confessicm of the husband, 
or the patties themselves, upon which to ground the least suspi-

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tymptomB of Spurious Qtmorrhaa differ very widely 
from those of Virulent Gonorrhaa; they come on a 
few hours after the connexion ; the deg^e of inflam- 
raation is very Blight; the dischai^ is the tint 
symptom, which is most violent at its commence- 
ment; the inftammation, after a few days, begins to 
Eubside, leaving nothing but the discharge ; and tliat 
iJso frequently disappears in five or six days, whether 
any means are employed or not for its removal.

" Our art cannot cure a virulent Oonorrhoaa 
speedily and effectually at the same time ; therefore, 
the Patient should not expect it, nor the Physi<iian 
promise it : unless the severest regimen be observed — 
it will often run on to two or three months, and in 
some cases to five or aij."

" Those who know not the difficulties Medicine 
has to encounter in some instances of Venereal in- 
fection, should be very cautious how they censure 
practitioners in Medicine, for not afibrding that relief 
which they expect, and which must be the wish of 
every honourable Physician or Sui^;eon to accom- 
plish. 

" The most learned and skilful may fail in some 
cases, owing to the perverseness of the disease, and 
some peculiarity, or morbid affection, in the consti- 
tution of the patient, who may not be able to bear 
the most decided and proper remedies."

The Masters of 
the foresaid HospitaUa being moved with devotion, and a chriatian- 
like care, towards these wielded and sinful creatures, are daily 
enforeed to take in a number of these diseased people, that other- 
wise would infect many good and honest persons; seeking with 
like care to restrain this grievous infectioo ; and yet the number 
Still increaaelh. It happened very seldom in the Hospitall of 
St. Bartholomewes, whilst I stayed there ; amongst every twentie 
BO diseased, that were taken into the said house, wiiich was most 
commonly upon the Monday, ten of them were infected with 
Lues Venerea." 

The above is an extract from that very scarce, and we believe 
the first, treatise, in English, on Lues Venerea, by Wh. Clowes, 
one of her Majesty's Chirurgeons, 41o. 1596, p. 149. 
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entitled to be called Virulent — he will be extremely 
disagreeably surprised to find, that with the most 
regular submissioo to rule and order on his part, 
and every possible attention on that of bis Medical 
friend, it will continue to run on, in spite of Physic 
and Fasting, from 3 to 4, and sometimes even to 12 
Months. 

" The Gonorrhoea which is contracted by hbi- 
dinous coition, ia soon cured ; and some patients 
having been cured by some charlatan of one or 
several such Gonorrhcsas in a short space of time, 
apply, suppose to the experienced practitioner, to be 
cured of a long and obstiaate one, under whose care 
they may be obliged to remain for several months, 
nay, a year, and sometimes longer." .

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CHAPTER n. 

PROPHYLACTICS, 

The learned Erasmus, who lived at the time of the 
breaking out of the Lues, in his Epistle, written at 
Basle, 1625, to Christopher Schydrov^etz, the -Cap- 
tain-General of Cracon, — has prefixed to his Book 
on the Use and Abuse of the Tongue, a very Jocose 
Dialogue concerning the best way of preventing the 
contagion from spreading. — See a translation thereof, 
in p. 265 of the 2d vol, of Dr. Astruc's Treatise 
on the Ven. Dis. 8vo. 1737. 

To satisfy the curiosity of Medical Students, we 
here set down *the various Prophylactics* which 
have been proposed. 

* " PreveDtives aie applications which will not allow the 
Venereal mattEr to come in contact with the parts, and those 
which wash it off belbre it stimulates. Oils tubbed on a dry 
part stick to it, and prevent any thing that is watery from coming

To Prevent Gonorrhoea, it has been recom- 
mended to throw up an Injection immediately- after 
Coition; but by such means, the morbific matter 
will also be thrown on nearer to the Bladder, 
and the seat of the Disease thereby changed much' 
for the worse. — The Best Preservative against 
Gonorrheal, is, immediately after the cause of it

SYMPTOMS OF GONOKRHCEA, 

THE PRETENDED PANACEAS 

rOR THE CURB OF IT. 

GoNORHHCEA may be defined a vitiatioQ of the 
quality, and iocrease of the qitantity, of th,e Hxcre- 
ti(«is of the Urethra. 

The BymptioiDs conuaonly make thw a];^>eaTaace* 
from Two or Three to Six dsg^a aftw: the Infection 
has been received, and vary in the degree and the 
duration of their virulence, acoording to the age, 
conBtitution, and condititm of the Patients.

The Jirst token of this Disorder is a sort of tdtilla-- 
tjon at the orifice of tfae Urethra, sometimes extend- 
ing over the whole of the QIans ; a little fulness of 
the lips of the Urethra, (which seem to separate 
from each other, — the effect of inflammation,) is next 
obseiTabte, and the prepuce becomes inflamed : soon 
after, a running appears, with an unusual irritation 
in making water, which gradually increases lill the 
voiding of the Urine is attended with an acute 
scalding pain, technically termed — Ardor XJrina — 
which is most intense, about an inch or two from 
the orifice of the Urethra — i. e. at the usual seat of 
Gonorrhoea ; this pain in passing the urine is some- 
times so sharp, that the patient dreads to make 
water, while he is constantly solicited thereto by a 
certain uneasy sensation about the neck of the 
bladder. There is a discharge of white, yellowish, 
or greenish matter ; the Glans, and often the whole 
of the Penis, becomes considerably swelled ; painful 
involuntary erections arise, during which it is bent 
dovm, and feels as if its case was too tight for it : 
the surrounding parts, the scrotum, perinsaum, and 
hips, sympathising with those already affected, fre- 
quently suffer a variety of painful affections. Honia 
humoralis, or swelling of the T^ticle, and Sympa- 
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thetic Bubo, or gwelling of the Glands in tbe Groin, 
come on, from the Testicles and Inguin&l Glands 
becoming so extremely irritable, that the least exer- 
tion makes them swell. The bladder also is some- 
times so very irritable, that it cannot bear the least 
distension, and the poor patient is obliged to make 
water aLuoBt every minute. 

" QONOBSHCEA IN WOMEN. 

" The progress of this disorder is much the same in 
Women as in Men. A few days after they have 
received the infection, an unusual moisture appears, 
U^ether with a sense of itching within the labia and 
vagina. This sensation is accompanied with some 
heat, which, increasing daily, at length becomes par- 
ticularly troublesome in making water. Afterwards, 
the vagina growing more inflamed, the admission of 
the penia becomes extremely painful, and the heat of 
urine very acute; though for the most part this last 
iiymptom is less troublesome in Women than it is in 
Men ; the running also is various in respect to colour, 
quantity, and consistence."

However, all these pains and penalties seldom 
occur at one time, or to one patient, and as often 
arise from the Misdemeanour of the Patient, or in- 
judicioaft management, as from the original Disease, 
which, if attended to, according to the plan recom- 
mended, and counteracted in time by the several 
means of cure herein fully pointed out, it is very 
rarely that such distressing disorders occur ^ when 
they do, all the care and skill of an experienced 
Sorgeon are required to subdue them prtsnptly and 
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GonorrhoM Virulenta Vera, notwithstanding the 
most pradent circomBpection, ahnost always in- 
creases during the first two or three weeks ; but if 
the Reg^en, Sec. we are about to direct, be care- 
fiilly attended to, it will generally be found to begin 
to decrease, during the following fortnight, which 
period of from four to six weeks is termed the /n- 
flammatory Stage of the Disease. 

To diminish the pains, and shorten the duration 
of this Disorder, numberless Anlipudendagrian 
Specifia* have been cried up from time to time, 
and Credulity has brought them into feshion for a 
while, till Experience has curtailed their credit to 
their merit, and cried them down again.

When a person, who has been exposed to in- 
fection, discovers the symptoms of Gononhcea, the 
first thing to be done is, to empty the Bowels, and, 
during the first two or three weeks, give your Pa- 
tient as much Castor Oil, or Powder or Pills of 
Rhubarb, or other gentle laxative, every other day, 
as will procure a couple of motions, — not more. 

Tlie moat convenient opportunity to introduce an 
Apeiient to the stomach, is early in the iuoming, 
wheii it is unoccupied, and has no particular busi- 
ness to attend to, i. e. at least half an hour before 
Breakfast. 

Physic should never interrupt the Stomach when 
it is busy in digesting Food ; — the best time to take ' 
it is when you first awake in the morning : more- 
over, such is at that time the increased sensibility 
of some Stomachs, that half tlte quantity of Medi- 
cine is sufficient. 

While care is taken to prevent costiveness, violent 
debilitating Purgatives are to be avoided with equal 
caution.

" The first symptoms by ^ich a patient guesses 
his Testicles to he effected, is a shooting pain from the 
lower part of the scrotum up into the belly, v?hich 
exactly marks the course of the spermatic vessels.

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" In a bttle time after, the Bubstance of the Tes- 
ticle appears red, very painful to the touch, and 
somewhat enlarged. 

" If nothing now is done, esery symptom of pain 
and inflammation is aggravated, and at last increases 
to such a degree, as to bring on a complete pa- 
roxysm, exactly resembling the cold fit of an Inter- 
mittent Fever. 

In this state, the Testicle appears very lai^, and 
exceetCn^ sensible to the touch, so that the patient 
is not able to bear the smallest weight on its surface. 

" If the surgeon is now called in, the first object is 
the lednction of the inflammation, which is principally 
to be efiected by plentiful bleeding, which in no case 
is more necessary, or biore essential ; it is therefore to 
be repeated so often as the infltmimatory symptoms, 
and strength of the pulse, tender it requisite : we 
are at the same time to pay attention to the posture of 
the body, which ought to be horizontal, the testicle 
being completely suspended with a bandage, so as to 
take off any weight from the chord. 

" Recourse is likewise to be had to topical remedies, 
Such as warm fomentations, which are to be continued 
some considerable time, and often repeated : as they 
certainly tend, by their relaxation and warmth, to 
take off the spasm, which seems, in a peculiar man- 
ner, to be an attendant on this species of inflamma- 
tion. 

" The application of Leeches are nowhere more 
Mrriceable than in the present case, provided the 
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■genenJ bUediiig ha* been earned r to a soficient 
icngtb betire, and <the p^ae Kona, to fotbid Ka repeti- 
tion. 

" As to'Potcktces, thejrinaybe wed' with success

" PurgaHves hare Hkenisa btsea advised, but, i 
thii)k, igjudiciqutlyi-t-rthey, as a pait'of tkft Ant^- 
phlocistic reg^eoi ourtainly serve to take off the 
ioflwiqiab»y diatbew, but are attended with <»ie 
iDconveotpqce, which ttOrethan balances for any good 
they may produce as evacuants ; and that is,, the 
seceisitf die patient ii under of altering; the postare 
of his bodyi v'ttw going^ to stool : this is troublesome. 
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and MCended vith lueh pam ia-tliBfaegio/ung,tlitvt I 
have very often seen evtrj ^f»ptora consldeiably 
EtggTfiyated from the adminiatratJon of a puigotrre; — 
the posture of the patient, and proper suspension of 
the te»tis, is therefore jmncipally to be attended M ; 
and bythe use of GtyBten, modeiate evacuation is 
produced without ioconvenience, uul the efiects of 
costiveness are sufficiently obviated. 

" By pursuing these meaos, which are to be Re- 
lated at the discretion of the surgeon, few cases will 
occur which will piesent much difficulty in the cure, 
the inflammation gradually decreasing, and the testis 
becoming softer, so that the epidydimis can be felt 
separate from the body. 

" This will always be fosnd to be the last part 
which softens."— G. Rekmy on the Ven.

Mr, Renny's account of the treatment of a swelled 
TfiBticle is the best we have, and the only alteration 
in his plan that we have to surest, is the applica- 
tion of the Black Doctors (leeches) in the first 
instance, instead <^ peremptorily sentencing the 
patient to }dilebotomy, unless that be demanded 
by extraordinary plethora, or recommending . re- 
inoculation, which will only be resorted to in very 
deq>erate cases, when the application of the original 
cause of the disorder will be a more easy and 
^reeable process, than the following baibarous ex- 
pedient, to excite the return of the discharge, and 
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to remove the swelling of the Testicle, related by 
Dr. Rowley, ■aa having been used by Hirschel, at 
Berlin, 1766. 

" A Bougie was introduced iuto the Urethra of a 
man infected with Venereal Gonorrhoea, which re- 
mained in the Urethra some hours, until the bougie 
was well covered -with matter. Then being with- 
drawn, it was immediately introduced into the 
Urethra of a man who had suffered under a sup- 
pressed Gonorrhoea, and was kept in his Urethra five 
or six hours, until the scalding and running, with the 
other symptoms of Gonorrhcea, re-appeared. The 
military surgeon, Oderkirchen, applied this mode to a 
soldier, who had laboured under an indurated testicle, 
enlarged to the size of two fists, and as hard as wood, 
from a suppressed Gonorrhoea of four years' standing, 
and, repeating the plan, he cured the soldier. — Inocu- 
lation from GonarrluBa bemgtia did not succeed." — 
Dr. Rowley on Ven. Dts. 8vo. 1800, p. 22. 

" If a hardness should remain in the Epidydimis 
after the inflammation has abated, and the hardness 
gets into an indolent state — a Bag made of Oiled 
Sitk may be applied : i^acts similar to a Poultice, by 
inducing a great flow of perspirable matter ; and in 
effecting the reducUon of the enlargement — it will be 
far preferable to any Plaster, and will be of the most 
decided service; indeed, when applied to tumours of 
an indolent nature, in any part of the body, it is of 
singular advantage. 
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" Patienta will ofCen express some cuuciety to know 
whether the hardnes» (which will oftea continue 
during life,) will occasion any diminution of the Pro- 
creative powers. 

" If the Epidydimia on both sides be enlarged and 
hardened, it will have the effect of lessening the 
Secretioa of Semen, though to what extent has not 
been satisfactorily explained : if one side alone be 
haidened, there will be some difference, but not to 
aay manifest extent." — Sir Astlet Cooper's Surgi- 
cal Lectures, by G. M. SsDEE, 8vo. pp. 353 and 4. 

The Epidydimia will often continue swelled* 
and hard for many months, and even Years, with- 
out either p^s or inconvenience to the Patient; the 
only remedy we have to recommend is the envelop 
of OUed Silk. 

" This complaint very seldom attacks the Testicle, 
but it is in general conlined to the Epidydimis, which 
will be found to be the true seat of the inflammation ;

It is alvays prudeHt to suspend tJu Testicles in a 
a Bag Iruse i if this prefwltiou has bwn ne^ected, 
it certaialy becomes one qf the first objects of cure 
the moment the .disease has taken place : a Horizontal 
Posture will be found to afford a still mote consider- 
able relief, and, when the Inflammation is violent, 
becomes Very essential to the Cure." — Dr. F. Sim-

" When the Testicle sympathises either with the 
Urethra or Bladder, and is inflamed. Rest is the only 
remedy. The horizontal position of the body is the 
beBt for a free circulation. 

" If the patient cannot submit to an horizontal 
position, it is absolutely necessary to have the Tes- 
ticle well suspended."

" When the Testicle swells, the part should be 
immediately suspended, — but not -pressed on: and 
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tJje patieut should be, as much u pouiUe, confined 
in the horizontal position. 

" The means of lessening iafiammatory action 
should be quickly and actively used ; such as local 
and genera) bleeding, pur^g and fomentation : the 
last will always answer better than cold applications, 
where there is much tension. Cupping from the 
loins is particularly useful. When the inflammation 
is very violent, the pulse is of^n very small before 
bleeding, but will rise and become full after some 
blood has been removed ; this also takes place in the 
inflammation of the vital viscera, and when it does 
hi^pen, we are encouraged to go on mth the evaeua- 
tioR. 

" All irritation to the Urethra should, as far as is 
possible, be prevented; and should the discharge 
agiun appear, it should rather be encouraged by 
fomentations* to the Penis, than repelled by cold 
applications, or aistringent Injections. 

" As a great sympathy is idways found to exist

" It may frequently be employed without a pierious antiphlo- 
gistic regimen ; but iu all cases in which the aymptoins are. likely 
to run h^h, or in which they are troublesome, that kind of regimen 
should precede it, 

" Having experienced, in numberless instances, its power of 
alleviating the symptoms with great celeri^ and certainty, I can 
venture to recommeod it with confidence t and in many other cases, 
when the above regimen may not, from a tendency to weakness, 
be so proper or necessary, fivm but a slight disposition to inflam- 
mation, or other ciicmnstances, it will be of singular service. 

" Under this division may be comprehended the partial appli- 
cation of wann water, whether locally, in the form of ibmenla[ion,hy 
means of bladdeia filled with the fluid, and applied to the perineum, 
by immersing the part in the same fluid, or silling over the vi^ur 
of warm water from a. close-stool pan. These means are of less 
efficacy than the warm bath, but maybe had recourse to when 
thai cannot be obtained," — J. Howaxd on Veji.

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giv«D in the height of the inflammatory action, they 
nil! often so mneh add to it, as to procure its termi- 
nation in suppuration. In the mflammatory stage, 
much good will, however, generally arise from medi-

It is said, that if thia Disorder* be taken in time, 
by proper Care, it may eometimes be prevented 
when certainly coming on. 

If the Banning stops suddenly while the Disease 
is at its height, a swelled Testicle is to be expected, 
and it is most prudent to proceed immediately as if 
it were swelled, — prescribe phlebotomy, — Aperient 
medicine, and put the patient to bed. 

By such treatment, the Running will of]ten return ; 
if the Testicle has not begun to swell, it will be 
prevented, and if it has, the swelling will speedily 
subside. 

* " At the period when pain is fiist felt in the testide, and 
when the eptdydimis begins to swell, the discharge from the 
UtethH. generally ceases. If it cease wholly, the inflammation in 
the testicle goes on ; but if, at that period when the testicle feels

For irritable patients, particularly for those whose 
circumstances will not permit them to remain in the 
quiescent state we have recommended, we certmly

— The Tnm 
shoDld be so adjusted that it may support the Testis 
without preiUDg against it ; if it be DOt well made, 
and well adjusted, instead of alleviating, it will ag- 
gravate, to an alarming degree, the disorder it is, 
when properly applied, so useful in preventing and 
curing. 

" The inflaminatory symptoms are not always owing 
solely to the vims or acrimony which has its seat in 
the Urethra, but partly to the Urine itself, which 
passes over the irritated parts ; thus, from improper 
medicine, as Balsams, Resins, or Salts ; or improper 
diet, Sec., as Wines, Brandy, Spirituous Liquors, &c.} 
but, above all, frequent touching of the adected parts, 
lascivious ideas, and still more, coition: such are the 
principal causes, which, together or separately, in- 
crease or support the inflammation of the Urethra. 

" A general rule, to be carefully observed in all 
Oononfaoeas, is to press or touch the aflected parts as 
little and as seldom as possible ; and whenever they 
have been touched, to wash the hands immediately 
after with the greatest care, for fear of innoculatii^ 
one's-self elsewhere with the disease, by touching the 
Eyes, Nose, Sic." — Swediaur cm ^phdis, 1821,

" As soon as it is clear, fiom all circumstances, 
that the Disease is a Gonorrhcea Virulenta, there are 
very few inflammatory habits in which it will not be 
necessary to bleed from the arm. The quantity to 
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be taken away, and the propriety of repeatuig it, or 
not, must be discretional. It may be employed in 
a preventive eense, to obviate or lessen Bymptoma 
nhich would naturally take place without it, and 
as a foundation on which the subsequent treat- 
ment must be built, and should be very seldym 
omitted. Its effect is immediate ; it is subject to 
no accidents on the part of the patient, and has a 
very extensive influence in forwarding the cure. If 
the inflammatory symptoms should be peuticularly 
violent, blood may also be taken away by Leeches — 
from the haemorrhoidal vessels, and this may, in some 
cases, be substituted in place of bleeding; from the 
system."—^.

" If the inflammatory symptoms threaten to. run 
high, the cure must be begun by bleedii^ in the

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CHAPTER V. 



DIET AMD REGIMEN. 



DuBiMG the first Three Weeks, a mild unstimu- 
lating Diet* is indispensable — abstain from salted 
and seasoned Dishes — ^Animal food should be eaten 
sparingly ;- and briefly, every thing that can acce- 
lerate the Pulse, and excite Inflammatory action, 
mast be cautiously avoided. 

The best Supper is a pint of Oatmeal Gruel, which 
we shall give due directions for preparing in various 
palatable ways ; retire to rest early, and carefully 
avoid catching cold. 

During this period, healthful persons under Thirty 
Years of age, should abstain from Wine and Spi- 
rituous Liquors ; unless they have been in the habit 
of taking them as Food, when they should increase 
the quanUty, and diminish the strength of what 
they dnnk.

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Beseech your Patient to submit (especially ia the 
commencement of the Disorder) to that degree of 
Abstinence which is necessajy to oppose the Inflam- 
matory symptoms; — the most effective arguments 
to eoBure Temperance — is to display to them the 
irremediable miseries* which they will entail upon 
themselves by Intemperance. 

While counteracting Fever> as carefully avoid 
creating Debili^, especially in delicate irritable 
constitutions ; — by letting down the springs of Life 
too much below par, you may disable the vis medi- 
catrix natura from accomplishing the process of 
healing with healthful eneigy, and thereby protract 
the Disorder. 

" A gentleman applied to me for relief in a very 
troublesome Chordie, which had plagued him long. 
He bad lost blood repeatedly, and in a very con- 
siderable quantity, for it; but neither evacuations nor 
Opiates (nhicb be had taken freely) had produced 
any good effect. He was much reduced ; and from 
the state of his pulse, I judged that the Bark might 
be of service, if not for the Chordte, for his general 
health at least : be began, therefore, taking it imme- 
diately, and had not continued the use of it three

Tke treatmeat of the last stage of Gonorrheal muBt 
be very different in different constitutions ; — delicate 
habits, and Persons advanced in yeare, reqoire the 
ntmoet attention to be paid to the Inrigoration of 
their general Health, as well as local applications to 
the part affected. 

" In the strong and healthy, the discharge will 
oitirely cease in a few days after the inflammatory 
symptoms disaf^pear."

one is surprised by the sudden changes for the better 
produced by these remedies."

petieve them, the constitutioa should be strengtheoed, 
and thus it will be lesa susceptible of irntation in 
general. 

" I have Been patients whose constitutions were 
s»eh, that they were never sure of twenty-four hours' 
health, where the inflammation has been both con- 
siderable and extensive. 

" I have seen evacuations tried, and the symptoms 
increased ; but as soon as the Bark was given freely, 
they have become almost immediately mild ; and 
without using any other medicine, the patients have 
soon recovered." — J. Hunteb on Lues, 2d edit,

" When the symptoms are daily declining, and 
the Chordae gone, the irritability of the membrane 
(if the habit and other circumstances do not contra- 
indicate) may be still more diminished by the Bark.

The symptomB of this local Diaease vary so ex- 
tremely in the degree of their Severity, and are so 
immediatdy dependent on the state of the System, 
that it is extremely difficult to write general Rules 
respecting Diet, &C. — each Individual case must be 
considered pecnliar — and the Patient must be steered 
with equal caution between Ahstinence and Excess — 
regulating the ex<Hteiaeiit of the Constitution, as 
the sensalJons of the diseased parts suggest. 

Liberally drinking of Mncilaginous and Farinaceous 
liquids is one of the moat efieciual means of alie- 
viating the Pain* in makmg water; — and in the

proportion that the irritation occasioned by the 
passing of the Urine is diminished, bo irill the 
degree and duration of the Inflammation, and all 
the symptoms arising thereirom, be diminished. 

That grievous and disagreeable attendant on this 
complaint, the Chordie, will be almost altogether 
prevented. 

" To procure the patient some ease, we must 
endeavoui so to alter the quality of the urine, that 
it may pass over the inflamed or excoriated part with 
as little disturbance as possible: there is no other 
way of doing this but by directiog him to drink very 
plentifully of some soft diluting liquor." — Dr. Cbap-

" Demulcents, i. e. Oum AraMc, and other mu-

lo addition to the usual quantity of Drink taken 
at meals, the Patient must take, between meals, at 
as equal intervals as are convenient, during the 24 
hours, (especially in Hoi Weather, when the Urine 
contains a greater proportion of Salts, 8cc., from the 
watery parts of the hlood passing off by Perspira- 
tion,) ' about four extra half pints of Lukewann 
water, — Barley and water, — Milk and water,— 
Toast and water, — Linseed Tea, — Syrup of Le- 
mon - Peel and water, — very weak Chicken or 
Mutton Broth, Beef Tea, or very thin Gruel, — 
Whey, — or other tepid diluting drink, or Soda 
water. 

It is very desirable, that what is drank may be as 
pleasant as possible to the feelings of the Stomach, 
which will be suflSciently distressed by the increased 
quantity of fluid put into it ; therefore we give the 
following particular detail of the best way of pre- 
paring the above-mentioned drinks, which, if consi- 
dered as superfluous direcUons by the experienced 
Surgeon, will be acceptable information to the 
Student, — moreover. Good Architects are not always 
Good Bricklayers, nor are Good Doctors always 
Good Cooks. 
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Although All Authors on thia DiBease order Di- 
luting Drinks as one of the most important aids in 
its cure. Not One of their Many Easays contains any 
I^ections for preparing them. 

The ahore Liquids* are almost all equally well cal- 
culated for tlie purpose of dilution, and by increasing 
the Quantity, diminish the stimulating Quality of 
the Urine, and render it less irritating, and thus pre- 
vent its causing that senBation, in its passage along 
the tender surfhce of the inflamed Urethra, which 
is called Abdob Ubin£, or the Scalding or Heat 
of the Urine. 

Dr. SwEDiAua obserreB, " these drinks, to pro- 
duce' any marked effects, must be tak«n abundantly, 
>nd then tbey almost always derange Euid incommode 
the Stomach constderably." — Essay , o» St/pkilis, 
1821, p. 164. 

By occasionally changing these Drinks, the good 
efiect of them may be obtained, without cloying 
the Stomach. 

If the most minute fibre of the human Irame be 
hurt, intelligence of the injury instantaneously ar- 
rives at the Stomach, which is immediately irritated

Therefore, to maintain the general Health of the 
system, it is of the utmost importance to keep that 
gtvoA organ, the Stomach, in good tune, by render- 
ing every thii^ we offer to it aa agreeable as the 
luture of the Disorder will admit of. 



TO MAKE BAHLBY-WATEK.* 

Take a couple of ounces of Pearl Barley, wadi it 
clean with cold water, and put it into ha^ a pint of 
Boiling water ; let it boil for five minutes : pour off 
this water, and add to it two quarts of boiling 
water, and boil it to two pints and a half, and then 
strain it. 

"Hie above is simple Barley Water ; to a quart of 
this is jiequently added : 

Two ounces of Figs, sliced ; Two ounces of 
Rbisins, stoned ; Half an ounce of Liquorice, sGced 
and' braised, and a pint of water : boil till it is re- 
duced to a quart, and then strain it.

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TOAST AND WATEB. 



Gut .a bit of the upper CraBt of Bread, about twic« 
the tkiekne» toast is usually cut, toast it carefully 
till it is completely browned all over, but not all 
bladiened ot burned : pot it into a jug, and pour 
upon it as inuch boiling water as you wish to make 
into drink, cover the jug, and let it stand till it is 
coll), — the fresher made, the better. 

Obs. — A roll of thin-cut Lemon-Peel, or dried 
orange Pe^, infused with the Bread, is a grateful 
additioUi and makes a very refre^ing summer 
beverage, which, when the proportion of the fluids 
is destroyed by [H-c^se perspiration, may be drank 
pleatifidly ; — let a large jug of it be made early in 
the day, it will become warm by the heat of the air, 
and may he drank ireely with impumty ; which Cold 
Water, fresh drawn from a well, cannot without 
danger. 

LINSEED TEA. 

IJDseed, whole, two spoonsful ; Boiling water, two 
quarts: — let it stand by the fire for an hour, and 
then strain it off. 

SYSUP op ORANGE, OR LEMON PEEL, 

Of the fresh outer rind of Seville Orange, or 
Lemw peel, three ounoes,-~<Apothecarie8' weight) — 
Boiling water, a pint and a half; infuse them for a 
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night in a close vessel ; then strain the liquor ; let 
it stand to settle ; and having poured it off cleai 
from the sediment, dissolve in it two pounds of 
douUe refined loaf sugar, and make it into a sjmip 
with a gentle heat. 

N.B. — Dissolve the sugar in the infusion with as 
gentle a heat as po8sU)le, to preserve the volatile 
aroma of the peel. 

MUTTON BROTH. 

Put into a two Quart stewpan one pound of 
Mutton chops, an Onion, half-a-dozen corns of 
Black pepper, and three pints of cold water ; let it 
get warm gradually; when it is coming to a boil 
skim it ; cover the pan close, and set it over a very 
gentle fire till the chops are thoroughly. co<^ed — if 
the mutton l^as been kept a proper time, and tbey 
are stewed slowly, they will be done enough in about 
three quarters of an hour. 

The Broth will be as excellent beverage, and the 
CAops (if stewed sufficiently slowly) as wholesome, 
and comfortable a meal, as the patient can put into 
his Mouth. ' 



Cut a pound of lean Gravy meat into thin slices ; 
put it into three pints of cold water ; set it over a 
gentle fire, where it may become gradually warm : 
when the sknm rises catch it ; cover the saucepan 
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close, and let it continue boiling for about two 
hours ; skim the fat off; strain it through a sieve 
or napkin; skim it again; let it stand ten mtantes 
to settle, and then pour off the clear Tea. 

An onion, and a few Grains of pepper, 8ic. are 
sometimes added. 

Obs, — ^A Member of " the Save-All Club," sug- 
gests, that you may mince and pound the Meat with 
a little pepper and salt and butter, and make a dish 
of Potted Beef of it. — ^Those who wish to avoid the 
trouble of making Beef Tee, may buy Glaze at the 
Oil Shops : half an ounce of which dissolved in half a 
pint of Hot water, will make half a pint of Broth. 



If you like it thick, mix well together by degree^ 
in a pint basin, two table spoonsful of oatmeal, with 
three of cold water, — ^H" Thin, take only one spoonful 
of Oatmeal. 

Have ready in a stewpan a pint of boiling water; 
pour this by degrees to the Oatmeal you have mixed 
with the cold water ; return it into the stewpan ; set 
it on the fire, and let it boil for five minutes : stir it 
all the time to prevent the Oatmeal from hurnmg at 
the bottom of the Saucepan; skim and strain i,t 
through, a hair sieve. - . 
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SODA-TVATEB.

The best way of makhig agreeably PneutMtk 
Ptmch, »B a l«amed cbemiBt lias called this le&esb- 
ing refrigerant, is to fill two half-^^t tumUers half 
full of water; stir into one 30 Grains of Carbonate 
of Pota^, into the other 25 Grains of Citric Acid, 
(both having been prerioasly finely pounded); when 
the powdera are perfectly dissolved, pour the ex- 
tents of one tumbler into the other, and sparkling 
Soda Water wiUbe instantaneonsly produced. 

This delightful drink may be very agreeably fla- 
voured, by dissolving a little Raspberry or Red Cur- 
rant Jdly, or Orange Marmalade, in the Water 
befwe you add the Citric Acid to it ; or a little 
Syrup of Orange or lemim peel ; or infuse a roll of 
fresh and thin-cut Lemon Peel and a bit of sugar in 
the water. 

TO MAKS DOUBLE SODA WATBB, 

Use douUe the quantity of the Powders ; this is an 
excellent anxiliaiy to accelerate the operation of 
Aperient medicines, and if taken in the morning, 
fasting, will sometimes move the Bowels without 
further assistance. 
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Pound, very fine, one pound of Jordan, and one 
ounce of bitter Almonds, in a marble mortar, with 
half a gill of orange-dower water, to keep them &om 
oiling ; then mix with them one pint of Rose ^d 
one pint of Spring water ; rub it through a tammis 
cloth or lawn sieTC, till the almonds are quite dry, 
which will reduce the quantity to about a quart ; 
hare ready three pints of clarified sugar ; to m^ce 
this, to a pound of sugar put one gill of water, and 
boil it to a crack, (which may be known by diptung 
your finger into the sugar, and then into cold water, 
when, if the sugar cracks when yon move your 
fitter, it hoe boiled enough,) put in the almonds, 
boil together &r one minute, and, when cold, put it 
into small bottles, and cork it tight. 

Shake the bottle before you use it ; a table-spoon- 
ful is enough for a tumbler of water : if the Oi^eat 
is for present use, the almonds may be pounded as 
above, and mixed with a quart of water, a quart of 
milk, and a pint of Capillaire, or clarified sugar.

When the Urethra is inflamed, an erection cannot 
take place without considerable pain, aggravating 
the Enflammation, and adding fuel to the Disease ; 
therefore, eVeiy thing which tends to excite amorous 
ideas mustbe.studiouisly avoided. 

": Erections,' at often as they happen, aggravate 
for some honra all the other symptomB of the Dis- 
ease."^ — Dr. BoTTER on Qonorrhtea, 1805, p. 13.

1801, terms the " signum salu^," 
which arises most frequently from a " plethora vesicas," 
and subsides as soon as that is removed. Healthful 
peraons, who sleep soundly, often awake in such a 
position ; however, the learned have voted, nem. con . 
that it is only when the erectores volunteer their ser- 
vices at night, that it is advisable to accept of them.

4 medical friend informed the Editor, that his 
attention was excited to the inconvenient action of 
Opium in a case of Gonorrhaa, in a subject who 
was troubled wiUi a Cough : to quiet which, he 
occasionally took at night about two drachms of 
Tinct. Camphoree Comp. in a wine-glassful of water. 
This made him sleep sounder and longer than usual; 
when he awoke he found himself estremelybilapous, 
and the Chordie was extremely obstinate. 

Dr. Cnunpe, wbo took great [»iD8 to investigate 
the powers of Opium,* says, " The hilarity of the

Is 
persons of a delicate hnlnt, and of an irritable fibre, 
the evacuation will do no good; but if r^>eated, wilt 
certainly be liable to do hand, by inct«asing the ini- 
tability> and of course rendering the patient nme 
susceptible of stimulus."— £(jtn. Procf. Ph^t, lSd(h,

It has generally been euppoBed, that a Chordae is 
occasioned by the stimulus of the Venereal vims 
irritating Ae inflamed membrane of the Urethra; 
we here insert the theory of that experienced Sur- 
geon, Mr. Jesse Foot, respecting this troubleaome 
symptom. 
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« A Chords tikei k Mune frtm tbe Penia being 
tnmd doiniirards, and tbe gticm beiag dr&wn -devn, 
as it were, by a Chord. This symptom is most geoe- 
nlly felt vboi Ifae iBfltutmution rans high ; and is 
much more troublesome to the patient m bis fiiM 
GbnonbsB, tban in any contracted aftsrwwds. The 
ChonUe is certakUy ]^oduced by the iuflatumatitm 
having penetrated beyovd the noftce of the Uiethnt, 
and affected tbe coipos spoogionm urethne, which, 
bdng tndaraed, becomes tumid and ptuafid ; tbe cir- 
cvlation is impeded in it, audit cannot bear distension 
without producing great pain, and witliout sontetiBieB 
lacerating the reticular substance, from which a con- 
siderable heemorrhage ensues, and which is in general 
found to be a relief." — J. Foot on Lues, 1820, 8vo. 
p. 76. 

This seems to account very Eatisfactorily for the 
pain felt when the erectores are awake ; it is sup- 
poaed that the chief cause of their extraordinaFy 
activity, during the inflammatory stage of Oonor- 
fhoea, is the accumulation of stimulus arising from 
the suspension of those excretions which the parts 
have been accustomed to ; they become as quiescent 
OS at any other time, when a dream has unburthened 
the overloaded vessels. 

" The recurrence of this painful priapism will, 
eieterit paribus, be in an inverse ratio to the above 
event."

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CHAPTER VII. 



CLEANLINESS. 



No person should omit to wash certain parts of 
the body with cold water every morning ; Married 
people, especially, should never omit enjoying this 
salutary and refreshing act of cleanliness : — no Bed- 
chamber should be without a Bidet. 

Cleanliness is the foster-mother of Love. Beauty 
produces that passion in the mind. Cleanliness pre- 
serves it. An indifferent face and person, kept 
in perpetual neatness, hath won many a heart from 
a pretty slattern. 

Age itself is not nnamiable, while it is preserved 
perfectly pure: like a piece of metal constantly 
kept smooth and bright, we look on it with more 
pleasure than on a new vessel that is cankered 
with rust. 

Feksonal Cleanliness ought to be added to 
the list of the Cardinal Virtues, not only as being 
equally conducive with any of them to the welfare 
of the Body; but as it is connected with, and for 
the most part implies, a certain degree of delicacy 
and purity of Mind. 

For the geuerality of Cutaneous Diseases, there is 
o2 
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not, perhaps, a better cosmetic, than is to be found 
in one of the periodical papers of the '* World." 

" Take of pure clean water quantum svfficit ; put 
it into a clean earthen or china Basin ; then 
take a cleab linen cloth ; dip it in that voter, 
and apply it to the part affected oig^l and 
momitig, or oAetter, as occasion may requite." 

Local cold bathing, night and morning, combines 
all the pleasure» and advantf^es of Delicacy and of 
Health. 

It may be sud in honour of the female Sex, that 
it iB upon their virtue and health that 'the human 
constitution deftends. The irregularities of the Male 
Sex have gradually enervated multitudes of the 
rising generation to such a degree, as to found the 
hope of renovating ibe hunian ^ecies, alinort solely 
\t^ the greater vigour of the once-weaker sex. It 
becomes, therefore, an intereafing object, to nnite 
with their Chastity of raannerB, a firmness of Con- 
stitution. , 

It U of the utmost importance to keep Diteated 
patti as Clean as possible, ncd; only for comfort sake, 
but nothing is more conducive to their cure; — if 
the discharge be sufiered to insinuate itself, and 
remain between the glans and prepuce, and become 
acrimonious, it may produce a Phymosis. 

The omisBion of costomary Ablutions, wh^ they 
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are ia a hedthy state, will eomettmeB occasioa an 
inflammation of, and a diBcharge -from, the pr^uce ; 
80 Aat it cannot be drawn back, and a disease is 
formed, which is termed Phymosis ; when such con- 
traction takes place behind the glans, the disorder is 
termed PoropAynzons -^ without careful cleanliness 
' dnriqg Gonorrhcea, these complaints* occur in a 
very distressing degree, the secretion becoming so 
acrid as to excoriate the glans and prepuce. — See 
Dr. Butter's Obiervatiom on the Itnportanee of 
CUanlinas, in page 61 of this work. 

" A common orerBigbt is, the want of a frequent 
change of linen to absorb and remove the dis* 
Charge ; thn cannot fail to retard the cure consider* 
ably; for if the contact of such virulent matter 
would iitfect a sound person, it must, in some degree, 
keep up a renewal of the infection in a patient." — 

* " The first or theae symploms bapp«as chiefly to such as hvre 
t la^ pMpace vhich covers the whole glans; the.lauei, to such 
as have been circumcised, or have Qaturally a tetracted prepuce. 
Iliey are not always the effect of a Venereal cauve; but some- 
times happen without any injection of that kind, with persons who 
take long journeys on horseback; and withyonng children, who, 
by handling and playing with the prepuce, somedmea caose a 
Suxien and tnflammatioD to - fall < npon (he part, so as not only- to 
straiten and render it difficult to be drawn backnanl or forward, 
but even to raise vesications upon it."

This has 
long preserved the inflammatory and purulent symp- 
toms, and has given rise to the Surgeon to suppose 
the patient bad received a fresh infection." — Dr. Row- 
let OR Ven.

Get some Lint, or soft old Linen, and constantly 
keep several folds of it wrapped round the end of the 
Penis ; changing it, or at least that part of it which 
receives the discharge, four or five times in the day; 
and as often draw the prepuce quite back, and c<Hn- 
pletely wash away, with tepid water, any matter 
that is lurking about the glans. Sic. — and wipe them 
quite clean, carefully washing your hands immediately 
after. 

Mem. — Ulcees in the Nose, Eyes, &c. have 
been frequently produced by touching those parts 
without attending to this caution. — See Mr. J. Wabb 
on Ophthalmy from Gonorrkaa, 5th Edit. 8vo. 1814, 
pp. 27, 30, 200. and 207. 

" A young man, labouring under aQonorrhcBa,was 
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obliged to employ bii bandkercbkef for a ehort time to 
lave his sliirt. After obtaining other clothes, be im- 
prudently pnt the handkerchief in his pocket ; and, 
without being aware of the consequences, be used it 
in blowing his Nose. The effect was a disease of the 
inside of the Nose, and an afiection of the mucous 
glands there, iif every respect resembling Gonor- 
rhcea." — Page 269 of Dr. A. Ddncan's Medkai 
Caws, 8to.

A veFy temperate Diet, plenty of diluting Liquid, 
avoiding Exercise, and remaining ae much as pos- 
sible in an Horizontal position, are the best meana of 
subduing the Inflammation, according to the degree 
and duration of which, will be the degree and dura- 
tion of the other stages of the disorder, and the 
Time required to complete the cure. 
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Theiyti^oms of the rttttm of the heaUhfvl state 
of the Vnthra, UK an abatement of the pains in 
making watw; of the tennion of the Chrad^e, 
and the Dischat^ becoming less in qaantity, and 
thicker; — when the latter is the only remainii^ 
effect of Gonoirhaa, it is tenned a Gleet, and is 
merely an increased flow of ihe natural macuB of the 
Urethra, arising ftom relaxation, which a gesntle 
Astringent Injection will generally Cure, " citA et 
cert^." 

" The swelling of the Yard, and preternatural 
redness of the {^ans, are the fiist vfmptoms that go 
off. The pain and sttaitasie in :making voter, and 
all the other pains, aext gRKUnlly diaoppear; the 
Chords next, which at last is sometimes attended 
with a sense of Btifibess instead of pain; and tbc 
running becomes daily less, acqniring at the same 
time less and less fcetor, more and more consistence, 
and one unifonu colour, g^terally white. At lei^th 
the ranning becomes rery inconsiderable, inodorous, 
transparent, colourless, and dammy, like tiie white of 
an Eg^," — Dr. Butter on Omiorrheea, 1805, p. 17.

GLEETS AND INJECTIONS. 

If treated by internal remedies only, a Gleet* will 
HPmetimes dribble on for five or aiz Weeks, nay, for 
u many Months, — but will often yield to a proper 
Itgection in a few Days. 

CoMtharidea, Cubebs, Hemlock, Balsam of Oytivi, 
Balsam of Canada, &o. &«. have eaoh had their 
uivooates, and have been pronoonoed iniallible Pa- 
naceas for Gonorrhcea — 4he three first we have written 
our opinion d* in peg« 60, and the foUowing page. 

We forgot there to record our protest t^ainst 
Capivi and Canada Balsams, which we believe have 
no effect except when they act as aperients, and for 
that purpose the Medicines advised in page 87 are 
inGnit^ly more efficacious. 

We have no doubt of the truth of the assertion of 
that experienced Practitioner Dr. J. Cam, who says, 

* ■< In truth, that Legacy of a Clap called a Gi.eet, U aome- 
times Teiy vesatioua to the Phjaidan, aa <nell aa to the PMient ; 
fin it will Bometimes baffle all their plans, and continue tor manj 
months."

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" I must obserre a thing of moment to Patients and 
Practitioners, an undoubted fact, which many Years 
of Experience hath taught me, that Balsam of C a p i v i 
has done more Injury than Sendee in the cure of 
Claps."

" It has been asked, how long this DiscHai^ 
retains the power of communicating Infection ?

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remawa, although the inflammatory symptoms have 
long; since gone off; for I have seen more than one 
example of the prc^n^tion of the disease under such 
circnmstancM."

" As long as a running condnues, it is always to 
be suspected of being contagious ; and nothing should 
be neglected to remore it."

It cannot but th^efbre prove a powetftd assistant to mhar 
nmediea ; and on this account ought to be sttenooualy insisted 
on in obstinate cases. Ia order, bowerer, to eip^ience the fiill 
benefit of it, the party sAoald plimge over head every momiog, 
fasting for a fortnight or thi«e weeks together. He should not, 
however, stay ia too Wg. For, as H is tbe first shock which gives 
the most vigorous contiaction to the vessels, whweby their springi- 
ness and action are lestoied; so, to continne in longer than is 
sufficient to answer this end, would only serve to chili the btood, 
aad night peAaps draw after it obei inconveniences.

Tincture of Peniviui Baik, of Caacarilla Bark, 
and of Orange Peel, of each an Ounce. Order a 
Tea-Bpoonfiil in a Wine-glass of water to be taken 
twice a day, when the Stomach is empty, and the 
Patient feela langntd, about an hoar before Dinner, 
and in the Evening, 

" 30 Grains of the Powder of Bark" may be added 
to the abore, or 10 drops of " Muriated Tincture of 
Iron." 

In low NerroQB affections, arising from a languid 
Circulation, and when the Stomach is in a State of 
debility from hmg indispoution, intemperance. See. 
this is as efiective a Restoratire as the Materia 
Medica affords. 

Tea, made with thin-cat, and dried, and bruised 
Seville Orange Peel, ia the same way as common 
Tea, and drank with milk and sugar, has been taken 
for Breakfast by nervous and Dyspeptic persons 
with great benefit. 

Chewing a piece of dried Orange Peel, or taking 
some Orange Marmalade, twice or thrice a day, 
when the Stomach is empty and the drculation 
is lan^id, will be found very grateful and rrfreshing 
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When the Virulenee of the Disease is aubdued, 
which will be known by the symptoms -which at- 
tended it gradually disappearing, the cure of the 
Dischai^ may generally be speedily and effectually 
completed, by the following gently Aatringent In- 
jection, with just the same safety and certainty as 
we can cure any other Local affection, by applications 
to the part Affected : — 

" ASTHINCENT IKJECTION." 

R Dissolve White Vitriol*, or VitrioUted Zinc, or, 
as it is now called. Sulphate of Zinc, 5 Grains, 
in Water, 6 Ounces, and filter it through 
paper.

When, however, the Disease has 
coDtinued for some time, and when the inflanunatory 
symptoms have very much abated, I am of opinion, 
that, by injections of moderate astringency, gradually 
increased, an end may sooner be put to the Disease, 
than would otherwiae have happened, and that a 
Gleet so readily occurmg may be generally pre- 
vented." — Cpllen's First Lines, vol. iv. p. 423. 

" The cure of Gononboea is rendered much more 
safe, pleasant, and expeditious, by the use of Injtc- 
tions: which are now universally employed by the

p. 140) may be used to brace the debilitated vessels, 
and to stop or moderate the AiFther excretion frOm 
the irritated extremities of the Teasels in the Urethra. 

" It is necessary, however, to give this general 
eaution, that whenever the symptoms and pain grow 
vone, in consequence of the Injection, it must be 
immediately discontinued, and the Salad Oil used as 
before." — Dr. Brocklesby'b Economical and Medi' 
eal Qbtervaiims, 8vo. pp. 231, 2, 3. 

Dr. Brocklesby's Obaervations on Salad Oil in- 
duced me to request some Medical friends to (ly the 
effect of it, and its use has been attended with the 
happiest results. The Patienfo were advised, a» 
often as they had occasion to make water, to previ- 
ously inject Salad Oil; and I am informed that 
the urine passed immediately after with little or no 
pain — as one of the principal supporting causes of 
the Inflammation of the Urethra, is the irritation of 
it by the passing of the urine, in the proportion that 
this )iTita,tt9n is diminished, so will the Disease be 
dimimshed, and the cure accelerated. 
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Many petWHu ura prejudiced against h^ctiont,— 
irrqanhle mischief has been done by the injudicious 
use of them ; but at this period of the Distwder, we 
have no i&t«mal, or general remedy, that will cure 
the Ct»nplaint with Bueh ease and Expedition.

e<(ery Good in life mi^t be equally piored to be an 
Evil, through a perverse application of it."— J. Foot's 
letturea o» Veu.

" All these Mercurial Injections hare more or less 
of astringency ; and it is solely to this property that 
ve ascribe their effects : the idea of their correcting 
the Venereal virus was originally introduced, and has 
been continued upon mistaken principles; for the 
truth is, that Mercury has no power over the Venereal 
virus until it has been introduced into the body, and 
undergone certain changes, with which we are, and 
probably shall for ever remain, unacquainted. 

" The local application of Mercury can, therefore, 
have no other effects, than what it derives from its 
stimulating and astringent properties; for the mer- 
cury not being in the Urethra, of course cannot be 
carried into the system; and even if it could, the 
quantity that would be introduced in this way would 
be too minute to be of any efficacy."— Dr. F. Sim- 
mons on Got, pp. 35, 27, 
- " A remaining Gleet, and indeed all the other dis- 
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orders of the Uretbn, are uaually imputed to an un- 
■kilfal treatment of tbe Gooorrhcea, and particularly 
to the UK of AMtriagenl Ii^ectUmt. But this censure 
on^t to be pawed with great tenderness, seein^there 
are lo many examples where the case happens after 
the most regolar and in^nious methods of cure. 

" I bare sometimes employed jlt^nmrenf IrtjectioHt, 
but I do not recollect ever to have met with any mis- 
fortune from them. It is true, 1 have always be^n 
with weak Injections, and gradually increased their 
strength, which, no doubt, may have contributed to 
their innocence. However, I would not be thought 
to contend for the use of them, except on this occa- 
sion, when, in my judgment, they seem to be neces- 
sary ; for I qtiestioD, whether an habitual gleet, that 
is snffered to run on, is not more likely to terminate 
in some painful Disease of the Urethra, than if it had 
bem stopped by an astringent injection within die 
first three months of its appearance." — S. Shakpb's 
Critical Enquiry , pp. 155 and 157. 

" Aitrvtgent Iiytcliotu are mentioned by many as 
a frequent cause of stricture. Irritating injections, 
when improperly applied to parts already. in a state 
of inflammation, may no doubt do hEum; and, by 
increasing the inflammatory state of the Urethra, may 
in this manner produce strictures: but (his is not the 
fault of the remedy, but of the improper use of it. 
Similar objectiona might be adduced against the use 
of every medicine with which we are acquainted ; for 
no remedy is mpre safe in its operation, or more 
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efTectual in the cure, than astringent injections in 
Gonoirhcea. Obstinate claps, indeed, are often cared 
by injections, which cannot be removed in any other 
way."— B. Bell's S^st^m of Surgery, 8vo, 1796, 
vol. vi. p. 275. 

The most efficacious method of administering any 
medicine, even of the most perfect Panaced, must 
be regulated by the peculiar circumstances of each 
individual case ; and this tact can only be acquired 
by experience. 

' The Surgeon who is consulted will take care to 
instruct the patient how to apply Injections ; tJiey 
should be thrown up very gently,— plain water hastily 
forced np the Uurethra, by suddenly distending it, 
will occasion acute pain. 

It is the safest plan to begin with such an Injec- 
tion as we have ordered at p. 140 ; i. e. it should 
be strong enough to create a slight sensation of 
warmth in the Urethra, but not so strong as to 
produce any pain. 

" If the Injection excites a painful sensation in the 
Urethra, as is but too often the case, it will be liable 
to produce Swelled Testicles, &c," — Dr. F.Simmons 
on Got. p. 23. 

" Proceed with the utmost caution and circum- 
spection ; and as the running begins to lessen, care- 
fully observe, whether the groin, or testicle, or peri- 
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neiim, swell or grow uneasy — if they do, immediately 
lay a»de the tnjectioD, and endeavour to procuie a 
return of the rwining." — Dr. Chapman oh Yen. Dis. 
8vo. 1770, p. 65. — See bow to prevent Skoelled 
Teslicka, in the Table of Contents. 

The most permanent advantage is derived from 
frequently repeating a gentle Injection. 

Much will depend on the frequency of repeating 
ah Injection : the discharge owes it continuance to a 
habit which the parts have acquired ; and to cure it, 
the habit must be interrupted. 

Therefore, Injections must be used at such 'in- 
tervals, that before the effect produced by one 
begins to subside, (which may be in about two or 
three hours,) another should be applied: 

Use the Injection recommended at p. 140, for 
three or four days, the first thing in the morning, 
the last at night, and three times in the day ; — 
if the Dischai^e daily decreases, continue to use it ; 
if this in a few days entirely removes the dischai^e, 
still continue it fw several days twice, and then for 
several days once a day, the disease will otherwise 
probably return on the first exercise given to the 
parts,— "if it does. Inject again. 

" Injections should be gone on widi at least a 
wedc i^ter every actual, and every suspected Symptom 
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hu disappeared/''— See that eKpatmcftd (dii.intel* 
ligent Sui^eoB, J. Foot's XodMr**. tm Jmh, 4M. 
1792, p. 240. 

" SoinetiHie» ths dwchatge iwU. «atiwiy. dtaappaw, 
and the patieot thiok bimaelC vdl, wfatn, :fh>n iaa; 
gularity, violent exertions, riding on Honeback, too 
early commerce with women, or such like, the ninnio); 
will break out again, with every mark of a fresh in- 
fection i but when the patient has no reason to sus> 
pect that he has caught the disease anew, he has no 
' occasion to be uneasy at this appearance, ax it will 
soon cease on a re-application of the Medicines which 
■topped it before." — Dr. W. Buchan or Lues, p. 97. 

If, ailer using the Injection (prescribed m page 
140) foe a jew days, the disease does not abate, 
instead at five, dissolve fix or seven grains of White 
Vitriol in six ounces of water, and proceed as before 
directed. 

Before using an Injection, always make water. 

" The patient-should bedirected to use an ^BJec- ■ 
tion only aAer mtdcmg -wMer, that the diaehBigc 
lodfed in theUretiim nay be earned (^byilietiriBe. 
Tbt. lotioB tbcn not ooljc comes more in contact wtdi

The bad effects said to be 
praduoed^ mJedionB, an to be attribnted to con- 
fBTin^ the diaelniffe ap the Urethn, *o as to infect 
the whole pasa^c^ tfas pnostate gland, and the 
aemtnal vensels : the irritatiTe effects of which will 
often coBtmae many yeara^ oocaiiiming apaamodic 
Mri^are, and atiier distnaHng afiiictiOBs of the blad- 
4ir, testic^, Ac dco.* — 7%e New M«die»-Chwtirgi' 
fX^ PAanMopm*, li^no. 1829,p. 75. 

The Sybinob ^ould have a short Conical pipe, 
the Cud of which efaookl be cklicately smooth, and 
lai^e enough to fill the orifie^ of the UretJira, when 
■aserted about a quarter of an inch, — with a small 
pipe, especially if it be not perfectly round and smooth, 
the patient is in danger of wounding the inside 
of the Urethra ; the luge pipe aerves aa a stopper 
to the Urethra, and prevsols the injection from 
esc^ing. 

Dc Swediaiir gives the followv>0 jwlicious direc- 
tioaa for Ii^ecting: — 

" JuBt under the fnenunif the patient should, with 
one hand, oomprsM die Urethra at the fust curvature 
of the Penis wbeve the Scrotum begins, while he holds 
and manages the Syringe with the right hand. The 
piston, which should fit close but slide easily, must 
then be pressed down, softly and slowly, till he feels 
the Urethra gently dialed ; Iceep the liquid injected 
fi» a minute or two. 
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" TboB the liquid n property &p[rfied to the part 
Bffect«d, at the ume time there is ao danger mcurred 
of drivtog •ome of the Venereal poison lower down 
the Urethia alon^ with the injection." 

ForiuK of Mercurial* iDJectiom hare been as 
various as all the various preparations of that 
Mineral, from the most simple division of its puts 
by Mucilage, to a solution of CorTOsive Sublimate. 

Mr. Whately's Injectitm is — 

" Half a drachm of Corrosive Sublimate, in half 
OB ounce ot rectified spirit; and two Drops of 
this ia four Ounces of water,graduallyincreaBiDg 
the dose, if necessarj. 

" So much miachfef may arise from Strong Infec- 
tions, that I deem it the safest practice to use a mild 
injection, as long as any benefit is derrved from it ; or, 
in other words, as long as the disease daily decreases 
by its use; if, bytiius using this iajection, the dis- 
charge be entirely removed, and the patient appear 
to he perfectly well, it is absolutely necessary to con- 
tinue in the same regular manner as before, or at least 
three or four times a day, for a fortnight ; and, in 
some cases, even for a month after the yellow running 
has entirely ceased. If this precaution be not taken, 
the disease will probably return.

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" In endeavouring to ascertain whether the dis- 
charge be entirely removed, we must be very par- 
ticular in our inquiries. If we depend upon the 
patient's account, or even upon a common examina- 
tion of the Urethra, and the linen, we shall be very 
liable to be deceived, and be led to believe that the 
disease is totally removed when it is not. 

" It will sometimes happen, before the disease is 
eradicated, that no discharge from the Urethra takes 
place in the daytime, none is found upon the linen, 
nor even by squeezing the end of the Penis at some 
periods of the day ; but if this trial be made in the 
moping, before the patient has made his first Urine, 
a particle of pus, not lai^r in some cases than a pin's 
head, may be squeezed from within two inches of the 
extremity of the Urethra, but more generally from 
the part still nearer its orifice. Some of this dis- 
chai^ is, i^itbout doubt, secreted during the uight, 
from an affected portion of the inner membrane of 
the Urethra ; still more of it, however, probably comes 
from some of die Lacuna. 

" In these cases, the matter is collected during the 
night; the activity of the poison being renewed, partly 
in consequence of discontinuing the injection, and 
partly from the Urethra not being so frequently 
washed by the Urine during the night as in the day. 

" In Other cases, a small portion of pus may be 
squeezed out of the Urethra any time of the day; 
wbenever this happens, a few yellow specks may be 
found upon the linen. I express myself thus particu- 
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larly, because the ezistence of the morbid matter, id 
these cases, caoaot be detected without an atteDtion 
to minute circnmstances ; add it should be recol- 
lected, that while R paiiiele of yelWw discharge re- 
maint, a fxtrticle of the Venereal poUim is still acting 
on the Urethra, which, ir the remedy be discontinued, 
will soon incre&se in quaiitity." — Whatelt on Oo- 
norrhaa, p. 58. 

" Almost every liquid possessed of Astringency 
will lessen the dtscha^. Port wine and Claret, duly 
diluted, will sometimes answer. I have often sue- . 
ceeded with & tea-spoonftd of Brandy, added to half 
an ounce of Rose-vratbr: even cold w&ter, directly 
from the spring, will often gire a atop to the dis- 
chai^ ; but, for the most part, the eS^t of these is 
merely temporary. 

" In slight affecttoni, iftdeed, th^ soinethnes com- 
plete the cure; but, in g;eneral, we are under Uie 
necessity of employing more powerful Asthngents."-^ 
B. Bell or Qonorrhcea, p. 91. 

" Of all the Astraigent Injections, however, I have 
vaed, none prove to powerfid as White Vitriol, now 
termed Vitriolated Zinc (see p. 140) : all injections 
ahoutd be of such a strength, as to excite some degree 
of irritation in the Urethra, but by no tneans so strong 
is to cteate much pain. While it is obvious, that 
injectioiiB must do harm when too strong, it is equally 
cerUin, that little of no advantage is derived from 
them when they are too weak. I have known a cute 
accomplished m thtee days, mwely by making fm 
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injection of sufficient strength, where the disease 
had previously gone on for two or three months from 
this being overlooked." — B. Bell on Oonorr/uea, 
pp. 95, 97, &c. 
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HINTS RESPECTING 
STRICTURES OF THE URETHRA 

There is no afiectatioo in tbe Title of this Chapter, 
the Editor does not pretend to more, than merely to 
present a few Cautionary Hinta wi the subject : - — a 
Stricture has been defined to be 

" A dimmrttion of the Diameter tf the Urethra, 
from the disease of Us coats." — J. Aruott on Ure- 
thra, 1619, p. 19, whose treatise is highly deserving 
the attention of the Student in Surgery. 

CAVS£S OF STRICTDBE. 

If the Gleet, which ia the last Legacy of a Gonor- 
rhoea, does not cease quite bo soon as may be ex- 
pected, or the Patient becomes Impatient, and com- 
plains of amy tt those extraordioaiy Sensations which 
are frequently felt for several months after that dis- 
order — it has been the Fashion to attribute all £uch 
symptoms to a Stricture caused by the Gonorrhcea ; 
and to ascertain whether such a contraction of the 
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caDal has taken place, a medical writer has advised, 
that a Sougie of the largest size be passed ; — The 
common sense of the most inexperienced reader wiU 
tell bim that this caimot be put down the largest 
and the healthiest Urethra, without occasioning ex- 
treme irritation ; it often excites an extremely pain- 
ful Swelling of the Testicles, and not seldom, causes 
the disorder which it is introduced to cure- — See the 
last page of this Chapter. 

It has been at^ed, that as the Orifice of the 
Urethra is generally smaller than the Canal, that a 
Bougie which will enter that easily, may be passed 
along the Urethra easily ; however, it has been said, 
that some Suigeons, instead of regarding this narrow- 
ness of the meatus as a barrier placed by Nature to 
preyent the intrusion of monstrons Bougies, have 
actually had the Barbarity to break it down : — it is 
bad enough to bore the canal with a Bougie as big 
as the meatus, to split your Machinery is an intoler- 
able outrage, which surely no Surgeon in his senses 
would propose, and certainly no Patient in his senses 
would submit to. 

As Dr. Harvey says. Patience is the conditio 
tine qud non in this complaint; and as Dr. Buchan 
tells us, " the VictiTits to quick cures are innumer- 
able," tlie Reader is requested to re-peruse page 65 
of this work. — If a Patient gets entirely rid of a 
Genuine Qonorrhcsa, and the Urethra becomes quite 
free from all unusual sensations in three or four 
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tnonths, lie may consider himself ft teiy fotrtUitfttg 
fellow. — See pE^ 43. 

" Even in a healthy state of the Urethra, the intio- 
' dnction of a very Large Bougie will produce a violent 
Inflammation and Dischar^." — C. Bell on the 
Urethra,Svo. 18 II, p. 58. 

" The primary causes of Strictures aie various ; biit 
the proximate are alviayt infidvanatwn of Ike viem- 
brane lining the canal. The most frequent occurrence 
is inflammation subsequent to GonorrhcES, whether 
arising; from the Tioleneeof the disease Itself, or brought 
on by the use of injections during ihe mflammatory 
Stage. Riding on horsebacl^ duHAg file period of 
cure, as well as dyinking spirituous liquors, 4iU 
equally tend to produce ^ch an effect. Other bauses 
will induce the di^ftde, Independent of any taint 
whatever, as is proved by the existence of it in 
children, though it certainly is a ran occurrence in 
than. Mr. Hunterbelieved, that Strictures seldoBt 
arose from the Venereal disease in any shape ; and 
he says, it will be difficult to open people's eyes on 
this subject, there being but few persons now-a-days 
that have not some time or other had a Qonorrhceall 
He founded hts opinion for supposing strictures not a 
consequence of Goaorrhcea, on these grounds, that 
the oesophagus rectum, ductus ad nasum, and partii of 
the intestines. Sec., are occasionally Uie subject of the 
same disease : another reason wjis", his having patiedts 
with stricture who never had a tionorihcba; and 
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furtfaer, a gentleififiA, r ptttietit bt his, sufieted with 
one, who had not had a GonoiThtetl tor betwem 
thirty and forty ye&n. Again, he sftya, the moat 
common seat oF it H Ibi meiKfiHinoiM 'tmd balbon 
parts of the Urethra; the j^ACipid fOcui df the 
Qonorthdeal inflammation ia diiF^Did ttt'the lactmtB, 
that, bemftintaina,'is thehead-^uartei^'of It. Stiic- 
tnres, he Bays, never arise during OdiiGMliced iAflatt- 
mationa; and patients have cAme to him labouring 
ilnder strictures, who never employed any injections, 
though these are considered alinbst the invariable 
cause by some Surgeons." — FroiSi p, 334 of Mr. 
C. M. Stder's Lectures qf Sir Astlby CoopeiI, 
Svo. 1821. 

" rnffcunmation is Ae cauae of Stricture." — C. Bbil 
OR th« Urethra, 8vo. ISl 1. pp. 2 and 106. . 

" Of aH looal causes, I know of aOse so hable to 
produce stricture in the Uicthra as an abuse of its 
functions, either by excessive' indulgendea, or when 
they have commenced, not allowing them to proceed 
and terminate as nature designed. "We see this prin- 
ciple operating to create disease or imperiection in 
every part of the body. 

" A long-continued wilful retention of urine after 
the desire to evacuate it has t>ecome uigent, protract- 
ing the act of coition, or an excessively frequent in- 
dulgence of it, all occasion too powerful contractions 
indifierent parts of the Urethra; audit ia well known, 
tbat all mtisclea are snfaject to cfatop and spasm after 
braig exercise btiyOild then natural power. 
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" Over-straining the parb by the too frequent re- 
petitioD of the act, at shorter intervals than nature 
can accommodate herself to : toying with women, 
and prolonging the act to an unnatural length, which 
ia so often practised in warm climates, is a very com- 
mon cause of strictures." — Dr. M. W. Andbews ffa 
Slricturei, 1807, p. 8; in p. 12,- &c. of which work. 
Dr. A; gives cases illustrating the above assertion. — 
See also J. Arnott on Stricture, 1819, p. 29. , 

" Of the causes of Stricture, perhaps no one is 
more frequent than an excessive proloDgation of vene- 
real intercourse." — T. Luxmo&e or Strictures, 8vo. 
1812, p. 16. 

Mr. Wilson Btatea, in his Essays on the Urinary 
Organs, Svo. 1821, that " John Hunter was of 
opinion, that the Semen is secreted in consequence 
of certfun afFections of the mind stimulating the 
testicles to that action during the generative pro- 
cess : if it is, the longer that is about, the larger 
will be the quantity secreted : if the exhaustion of 
the System is in the proportion to the quantity which 
is subtracted, any prolongation of the process must 
be more debilitating than it is to proceed with it 
to its termination, and, if inchnation prompts, to 
repeat it." 

" It has often been asserted, that a fiAh, or a sinth 
part of the male Population of the great cities of 
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Europe are affected with Stricture." — Abnott on 
Strichtre, 1819, p. 5. 

" Three-fourths of the Natires of Rank in the East 
Indies, are troubled with Stricture, which is entirely 
' attributed to the effects of Gononhcea, foi the cure . 
of which no local applications are in use. There 
prevails, however, a strange depravity among the 
natives in India, which, I think, may justly be con- 
sidered as disposing the parts to fonn strictures. ~' 
This is toying with women, and prolonging the 
venereal act for a very unnatural length of time; 
taking medicines, which are supposed to contribute 
to the possibility of that continuance. That keeping 
the parts in such a state for a very great length of 
time, must bring on a state of irritation, is self-evi- 
dent ; and the frequent repetition of such acts must 
dispose them for spasmodic affections, the forerunner 
of strictures. The extent to which this strange abuse 
is carried among the native Indiana, is such as could 
not be believed without the strongest testimony. 

" An improper indulgence in venereal pleasures, 
by which is to be understood a more frequent repe- 
tition of that act than the parts are able fully to 
accomplish, is in Europe productive of great irrita- 
'tion, even where there is no stricture ; and when that 
disease has previously taken place, often brings on 
Suppression of Urine." — Sir E. Home on Strictures, 
1797, p. 36. 

Strictures of the Urethra are not half so common 
as it has for some years past been the fashion to 
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But>posb. All uneomwon iiensfLtiona 4f tiie Urmttry 
organs hare for some years pattbeM attributed to 
Stricture, like as ** NcrtJOM*" and " Bitima" are the 
feshionable phrases for all the ubaccoontable deria- 
tttme from the healthful action of the SysteiO in 
general. 

Imaginary Strictures are as common as Imaginary 
Gonorrheas — (see honest Cheseldkn's opinion, in 
page 26) — 'ihiB accounts for the marvellously exp^ 
ditious cures we sometimes hear of — however, when' 
a Sthcture actuaEy exists, by a gradual distension 
of the eontractioD, the cure may, in most cases, be 
effected wi&out lauch diflicul^.— :-We refer the 
resdei^ to -Mn Cb&blg* Ball's remark, in page 16 
ofthiswwk. 

" If tbe cose is suc^ 'as niU readSy admit the end 
of ft small Bougie to pass, let it be em so uuall, the 
cnie JB Aea, in ottr power." — J. HVNTEa.on Ven. Dit. 
Sdedit. 4to. p. 118. 

"'lb most cam the common Bougie is adequate to 
^ the pnt^ses of r^ef." — W. Wabd «» Sfricfitreg, 
Sd edit. p. Sy whose work deMMea the atteBtioA of 
-every medical itudenti and df eveiy pecson afflicted 
-with Stricture. 

" "Hie points «f the Boogie are sometimes made 
finely tapered, sometimes obtuse, and rounded off 
like the smooth extremity of the common catheter. 
I prefer the latter fonn for general nae, as being madi 
less itkely to hitch in a lacuna; or tah« a fidse csurse, 
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than«H^ finely pointed ; but the first, provided the 
Bougie bfe only conical fit the extremity, may h« 
better foe entering a very dmall stricture. 

" There is a nicety in entering, and an address 
requisite in keeping the point within the opening of 
the stricture, which can only be acquired by practice : 
and there is the same in keeping it as close as possible 
to the obstruction, when the opening cannot be hit. 
On these circumstances much irill depend. It re* 
quires patience, coolness, and perseverance. If the 
Sui^«bn can make any progress, though slowly, he 
tnnst be contented. — If, after the exe^ons of many 
Aayi, he once gets through, he Will be comp^isat^ 
by seeing the ease and comfort of the Fatirat, and 
the pleasing prospect of being so6ii tit the end of hii 
labonra." — J. Hovabd tm Ven. Di). vOl. ii. pp. 2&! 
and 292. 

" The first ktfoduction of a Bdi^e will be borne 
by some patients without much pain or inconveni- 
ence; in ManyitiHIl be attended With severe pain, 
with much i^ntnesi*, and sometimes sickness I to 
thit it ia necessary to gnard ag^inA these occur- 
rences, 

" AVhen fkintnest bcCilri, the Bougie riiould be 
immediately withdrawn, for it is apt, if under snch 
circumstances it remainij inierted, to produce an 
irritable bladder. 

* " It Is not uncommon for penous bot * to complaib when a 
Btn^e is introduced, jret &int iminediiitiiy it is taken out."—

" Ttie Arst introduction of a Bougie ia not unfre- 
quently succeeded by Ardor Urinae, but tiiia presently 
subsides. A discharge of matter is occasionally pro- 
duced by it, or, if any discharge was present, it may 
be increased, but is soon discontinued. 

" The glands, in the groin, will sometimes, from 
a similar cause, enlai^, but they will not suppurate, 
The testicles will also occasionally enlai^e ; but these 
swellings, as well as those of the absorbent glands, 
usually subside in a short period. 

"' Speaking from what I have seen, I may venture 
to assert, that I haye, on the whole, known more real 
good done when Bougies are not permitted to stay in 
the Urethra for more than three or four minutes at 
any one time, than I have ever effected by- their being 
allowed to remain for hours." — J- Wilson on the 
Urtnary Organs, 1621, pp. 3&0,38\. 

" The Chordae excited by the use of a Bougie, and 
which is almost always the consequence of applymg 
it^' is infinitely more painful where the obstruction is 
than in the other parts of tiie Penis ; fi*om which 
consideration, I think It highly probable that both 
the discharge and the pain are chiefly occasioned by 
inflaming and suppurating the obstruction ; though, 
a Bougie will produce a Chordae in a sound Penis 
where there is no obstruction: but the Chordfe, 
in that instance, extends through every part of the 
Penis, and is by no means so painfiil as the other." — 
S. Sharpe's Critical Enquiry, 3d ed. p. 139. 

" The use of the common Bougie should be con- 
sidered as a leading principle in the cure of every

ment, than to malce use of a remedy* which has, in 
some instances, produced even fatal consequences." —

" There is a prodigious number of cases relievable, 
and many curable, by common Boi^;ies, without any 
rislc, comparatively speaking, immediate or remote, 
and almost without pain." — J, Howard on Stricture,

" Strictures vary in their form and structure; those 
most commonly met with are small ridges projecting 
into the canal, and forming a half circle ; sometimes 
they are continued, and form a circular band, not 
more in breadth than if the part had been surrounded 
with a piece of pack thread.

" Long Strictttret have also been called Ribbon 
br Txpt Strictoies, becaoM the. Urethra appekrs as if 
m ribboD wera tied ronnd it ) the extent uxay be a 
^narter, half, or whde inch, or more, 

" Smt Stricture hare alio been eaUed Thread 
fltrtoUrea, becavK they appear aa if jm>dacod by a 
IkradtiadronttdteeaBaL Tke ahort. stricture is ^ 
»ach ofawst fteqUnteccalrticB."— -4« AkitOtt m 
Stridure, p. 35. 

Be^okb rov tNTBOBvoB A BoovfS, inqiliis of 
the Putieae if he hw am pM«ed mi« before, what 
Si£€ it #&s, nod wbftt efiecta it prodtic«d. 

These laBtniments, especially at first, maBt be 
applied cautiously, and intrtMluced slowly, and 
with the greatest gentleness, neitiier too lai^e, 
nor too IcMig at ode time; and, like erei^ other 
stimulant, their effects must be attentively watched, 
the patient mtut avoid e^MMure to cold ; duiii^ their 
insertion he must keep perfectly quiet ; and during 
that and the following day entirely avoid Exercise, 
and any excitement to Irritation. 
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THE INTBOOUCTIPM OF A BOuelE 

Is an extremely disagreeable operation, both to Sur- 
geon and Patient, and the best way of introducing it, 
i, e. with the least violence to the feelings of the 
Patient, and least danger of irritating or injuring the 
Uuethra, is for the person to apply it himself, while 
an experienced Surgeon stands by «nd .directs him. 

" When the Bougie is iauodticed into a Man'* 
uxethra, be it oooie leniible of the degree ,of f^rcs 
than the Surgeon ia; he judgei by the violence 
of the Pab."— C, BetL on Urethra, 8to. 18U, 
p. 78. 

" There are so many relapses ftoa, a conqdaint of 
this kind, tltat e,very man, lahourmg under it, ikwtd 
acquire Ike h«bit of introducing a Bovgie, or eUstK 
or flexible Catbetei, that be ni#y relieve himself, iq 
case of a sudden retention, when at a distawe fron 
chirui^ical assistance. This piecaution is the more 
necessary, because, every foosiderabte stdeture leaves 
a diseased organisation, which tbe Bougie cannot 
obliterate, and which, however well treated in the 
first instance, has afterwards a .greater or less dispo- 
sition to conti;9ct." — J. Howard on Vea- I>i3. vol. ii. 
p. 289. 

" Bougies, when first introduced, often * produce 
sickness, and lometinies even fainting. I have seen 
a patient become sick, the colour leave his face, a 
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cold sweat come on, and at last a deliquium ; but all 
these effects soon go off, and seldom retsn bpon a 
second or third trial. 

" They at first produce an irritation in the Ure- 
thra, which gives pain in the time of making water, 
but goes off on repetition. 

" The time that each Bougie ought to remain in 
- the Passage must be determined by the feelings of 
the patient, for it should never ^ve pain, if possible, 
or it will increase the very symptoms that are meant 
to be relieved, and produce irritation, which, for a 
time, renders the further application of the Bougie 
improper. 

" While tiie Bougie is passing, if the patient feels 
very acutely, it should not be left in the Urethra 
above five, or at most, ten minutes, or not so long, 
if it give great pain ; and each time of application 
should be lengthened so gradually as to be insensible 
to the feelings of the patient, and the irritability of 
the parts. I have known it days, nay, in many 
patients, weeks, before they could allow the Bougie to 
remain in the passage fifteen, or even ten, minutes — 
and yet, in time, they have been able to bear it for 
hours, and at last without any difficulty. 

" The best time to let it remain in the passage is 
when the patient has least to do ; or in the morning, 
while he is in bed, provided he can introduce it 
. himself. 

" The Bougie should be increased in size, accord- 
ing to the facility with which the stricture dilates. 
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Mid the ease with which the patient bears the 
dilation. - . 

" If Uie parts are very finn, or very irritable, the 
increase of the size of the Bougie should be slow, " 
graduidly stealing upon the pacts, and allowing them 
to adopt'their structure to the increased size." — 
J. Hunter on Ven. DU. pp. 121 and 135. 

Begin with a Bougie that will pass with little 
difficulty, and without producing pain ; of this we 
may in general judge by the size of the stream of 
urine : its passage will be much facilitated by bend- 
ing it, before the fire, to that degree of curvature we 
observe in the Catheter, and anointing it with oil : 
grasp the penis with the left hand, and draw it 
gently forward at the same time, so as to stretch the 
Urethra to such a degree as may prevent the Bougie 
from catching therein. Push it very gently forward 
till it meets with resistance, and reaches the stric- 
ture ; when it has got so far, instead of pushing it 
straight on, twirl it slowly, between the finger and 
thumb, pressing it gently forward at the same time ; 
if, by so doing, it advances, continue to do so till it 
stops I if it does not advance, proceed no further 
with that Bougie, which, you will conclude, is too 
large, withdraw it, and introduce a smaller, till you 
get one to pass. 

The following is Mr. Geoghegan's plan : — 

" I commence the treatment by the common 
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Sougkt, «4iich. I UK for aoaw dtfgi, till tlie Urethi« 
has become habituated to the Irritation ; I tlien in- 
troduce the elastic Guiii Catheter, which 1 leave 
. conatanUy in, gradually increasing the size to the 
largest; the patient being rtiictly confined: thi» 
instrument is lighter than the Bolid Boogie, and cm 
be borne with more «aa«, and, u it fieed net be 
removed to allow the urine to be dtscha^ed, the 
pressure is nev^ a moment interrupted ; so that if 
any thing can be gained by the temporary piesstfre 
of the Bolid Bougie, which must be fretjnently taken 
out, surely fifty-fold is to be expected from the per- 
manent effect of the hollow one : and experience has 
satisfied me, that a perseverance in this practice will 
be productive of more advantage, in most cases of 
stricture, and attended with less inconveniences, than 
any other plan that has been hitherto devised." — 
E. Geoghegan on Ven. Dis. 1814, Appendix, 
p. 206. 

The £oBowii^ ploa (^ Mr, Ainott's ia cocceUept:-' 

" It would be convenient, for ascertaiDing the pro- 
gress of the cure, as well as for other reasons, to 
know always with preciiuon the diameter of the in- 
strument employed. For this purpose, a scale, 
with increments of a fortieth of an inch, may be 
adopted, and each increment made to designate a size 
of Bougie, to be numbered from 1 to 17 or 18, the 
lai^st that has been used, even after breaking down 
the orifice of the Urethra for its admission. 
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" It is of the moie importance to have a fixed scale 
for detenniniag the sizes of Bougies; because, at 
present, the scales of no two instrument-makers per- 
fectly agree." — J, Arnott on Strictures, 1819, 
p. 63. 

" 'Hie time' required for the cure by the Bougie, 
will Tar; according to the nature of the Stricture 
and the constitution of the Patient : and although 
relief may now and then be so speedy as to excite 
surprise, more frequently, unremitting perseverance, 
for months, is required to produce considerable 
Maendment of the symptoms. 

" When a large Bougie ciui pass, the rule is, that 
it must still be used occasionally for several weeks, to 
prevent relapse." — J. Aemott on Stricturet, pp. 86, 



When the Bougie has passed, to prevent its slip- 
ping into the Bladder, and to retain it in its place, 
fit the PeniB with a amall Bag, to which, having 
previously bent the last half inch of the Bougie, it 
should be securely attached ; put this on, and fix il, 
with two pieces of tape, to a circular belt round the 
body. 

" The manner of securing the Bougie is of the 
utmost consequence, as it should be kept couatantly

It has been recDmmecded to apply a Bougie an 
hour or two before tbc tiBrual time of Tising in the 
morning, and, after introducing it, to let the patiettt 
go to sleep again with it ih the Urethra; — this 
we do not advise ; he may move about in his sleep, 
and do mischief. 

" A young man came frtHn the countrT^ to the 
Londoii Hospital, in April 1769, to be searebed fiir 
the Stone. He g;ave this acconnt of hit eaEer— titat 
tixmt six months before be had a stricture ia Ae 
Urethra, for the cure of which he introduced a 
Bou^e every night, tied it on the glans penis, and 
went to bed with it thus secured ; that the last which 
he used had, during the night, got into bis bladd^', 
together with the ligature which tied H to the penb ; 
for that, on the following momii^, be coidd not find 
dther one or the other ; and that he was in eon* 
tinual pain in his bladder ever after, which was isr 
creased to such a degree as to make him desirous to 
undei^ the operation of Lithotomy. An extraneous 
substance was felt by the sound, but the touch of 
stone was not perceptible. Mr. Grindall, whose 
patient he Was, performed the <^nition, and es- 
tracted a Ufgelton^e, twisted together, and curiooslj 
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encniated with caleulout aubitance on its surface." — 
J. AMdbi&b on Oou. p. 66. 

Before applying a Bougie, as well as before using 
an injeoUon, the patieat must always empty his 
Bladder. 

" For a few times, at first, the Bougie, bein^ an 
extraneous body, witl most likely give a sensation 
tike that vhen we want to discharge the Urine : but 
this the patient should not comply with, as that irri- 
tation will soon go off, and the Bougie will remain 
easy in the Penia." — Wm. Bromfibld'b Chimr, 
Obi. vol. ii. p. 335. 

" When passmg Bougies for the cure of Strictures, 
it will be advisable that patients should keep their 
testes supported by means of a Bag-truss made of silk 
netting." — Sir Astlet Cooper's Lectures on &tr- 
gery, by C. M. Stdeb, p. 353, on the Comttuctwri 
and j4((r'us(iiient o/Tau3i£s. — See pp. 90, 101. 

The frequency with which a Bougie may be itUro' 
daced, and the length of time it should remain in the 
Vrethra, depend entirely on the feelings of the 
patient — proceed slow and sure ; you may produce 
a distressing Inflaniination, Swelled testicles, &c., 
by ha»ty aod inconsiderate rashness. 

As a general guide, it should not be applied at 
flnt more than a few minutes every other day, in- 
oroasing the time according fu the initation it

produces decreaseB, and till yon can Buffer it to 
remain for an hour every morning' and evening; 
then gradually increase the size of the Bougie. — 
See the second and third paragraphs of p. 183. 

Avoid all Motion during its iruertion; and during 
that and the following day take as little Exercise, 
and avoid all causes of irritation, as much as possible. 

Quiet is seldom sufficiently submitted to; how- 
ever, it is my duty to warn you, gentle Reader, tdat 
if You do not absolutely submit to the above advice, 
you will not only not obtain half the advantage you 
may otherwise receive, but you may very hkely get 
one or two Swelled Testicles into the Bargain, which 
you will have quite as much trouble to get rid of, as 
if they arose from a repulsed Goaorrhoaa. — See p. 89. 

" Daban, who was the Brst that applied Bougies 
with tolerable skiU, insiated upon hb patient's abstain- 
ing en^rely from conjugal conversation during the 
using Bougies." — See J. Daran on the Diseases of 
the Urethra. 

For which Arnaud, in his 26tli Questioii — see 
, his Essay mt Diseases of the Urethra, 1763, 12mo. 
p. 232 — gives sufficient reason. 

Q. " Can a man, who makes use of Bougies, give 
Gonorrhea to a Woman V 

A. " If £/Mcieoniiites* alone, as I have observed, can 
cause a Gonorrhcea (see p. 51), there is much stronger.

During the appHcatioH of a Bougie, absolute Q,viet 
and ttricl Tbhpbbance are as indispensable as in . 
the huftammatory stage tjf Gonorrhaa, — the Reader 
is requested to read pp. 10, 85, 103, and 104, — and 
the Bowels must be kept cool by the means pointed 
out in p. 87: — any tbing which tends to excite the 
action of the eractores, is eztiemely prejudicial. 

If the Urethra becomes irritated, of which the 
sensation occasioned by the Bougie, and the pain 
felt in passing the urine, are the tokens ; the use 
of the Bougie must be suspended for several days 
till such irritation entirely subsides, or terrible 
Swelled Testicles, 8cc. will be the consequence, and 
the Stricture will be rather increased than dimi- 
nished ;. but, as Bougies act perhaps entirely by 
the pressure which they afford, the longer they are 
retained in the Urethra, the sooner will the cure be 
accomplished, and they may be retained as long as 
they do not excite pain or irritation ; — as soon as 
they do, they must be immediately withdrawn. 

" Whenever interruption to the use of the Bougie 
occuTB from irritation, as the contraction of the Stric- 
ture then goes cm very rapidly, the Surgeon resembles 
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a Boatman rowing against the Stream, who imtnedi* 
ately loses ground upon intermitting his labonr." — <■ 
J. Arnott oh Stricture*, p, 110. 

" When a Bougie can be passed through a Stric- 
ture, the frequency with which the operation ought to 
be repeated must be regulated by the d^ee of 
irritation it excites, and the duration of that excite- 
ment. The irritation should be allowed to sobside 
very considerably, if not entirely, before the Bougie is 
again used, otherwise, although the stimulus of the 
Bougie may possibly remove the [uimary dbeasfld 
actions of the part, it will be very likely to induce 
others equally distressing, or peihapa moie so. Num- 
bers of cases have been i^gravated by the too frequent 
introduction of the Bougie. 

" Aidor UriuR, in a slight degree, is of^n felt for 
one or two days, and sometimes rather longer, after 
the first introduction of a Bougie. This certainly 
should be allowed to go off before the opetatioD is 
repeated, when it has arisen solely in consequence of 
the operation : for, if it has previously existed as a 
symptom of the disease, we cannot reasonably expect 
it, in all cases, to be entirely removed by once dilating 
the Stricture. 

" Sometimes the passing of a Bou^e will excite a 
little purulent discharge from the Urethra, and at 
other times an increased difficulty in making water, 
with constant pain at the strictured part for two or 
three days. Occasionally all the symptoms of Stric- 
ture are ^^ravated for a short time by the use of the 
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Bougie ; and in the cases of two of my patients, Siok- 
nes8 at the Stomach came on .after the first passing 
of the Boug^, and all the symptoms that previously 
eitiated were increased : this state continued for five 
days in the one, and in the other seven ; and then 
they b^an to feel better in all respects. lnd«ed, 
when the irritation induced by the Bougie abates, 
patients generally diKover an amendment of the 
Original Disease. It is at this crisis, in most patients, 
that the Bougie should be employed a second time ; 
and by similar circumstances, each succeeding opera- 
tion may be regulated, till the instrument produces 
no inconvenience beyond a few minutes after it quits 
the Urethra, and then it may be used every day, if 
such frequent operations are found serviceable. It is 
■ not always necessary to delay the repetition of the 
operaticm till patients find the disease lessened ; for 
this, in some cases, will not happen, till they have 
been under treatment a considerable time ; in such it 
will be quite sufficient if we wait till the effects of the 
Bougie are, in a great degree, subsided ; and even if - 
this should not be perceived, we certainly never need 
to wait longer than a week before repeating the 
operation, if it be right to use a bougie at all in the 
tli«n prevailing state of the general health. Some 
cases will go on eitremely well whilst the Bougie is 
introduced only once a week, but always grow worse 
if we attempt to use it more frequently. The same 
thing happens in other cases, if we pass the Bougie 
oftener than every third day ; but, generally speaking, 
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«■ the dts«ued aatiiBH leuea) and the Ufethrt b&- 
eoami mote famUiaTued to tbe iutTumeotiit m^ be 
ifasoited to mere and mure ^^questly, as Itsfore ob* 
wrred, if neceaMvy, 

'f The sin of jthe Bongie is to be increaaed in pio- 
potiioa as tJie atricbire gives way i but h,«K> ^siXi 
tbe B«ne general laws appl; as govern the irequeocy^ 
■of the introductioa of the tastfument. By atteinpt- 
ing too mtufa at a time, ve diall often ralher reteid 
than hasten the cnte : therefore, it is always r^t to 
prooeed caatioudy." — Mr. R. Biit«haii's Practical 
Ettag on StTKtttTta, ^. p. 84 ; which is one of tbe 
Dwet liunisow expositknit of judiciotis praotiu that 
we have seen. 

Those who have mffered from Gonorrhcea are apt 
to imagine, that they must, aa a mi^ttei' of course, be 
afflicted with a Stricture^ (and if that has not been 
properly managed, it ollea is the cause of Stricture — 
see p. 121)-^t]ie first time that their Nervous system 
and their Circulation is a litUe below par, and they 
make witter rather oftener than usual ; not coneidering 
that the Excretions of the Bladder* vary occasionally 
in frequency and in quantity, quite as much as the 
Esoneratitms of the Bowels — are much more copious 
in cold than in hot weather — and that every variation

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of Temperature, and of our Food, and drink, and ft 
variety of accidental causes, produce corresponding 
irariations in the quantity and quality of these £x- 
cretiona. 

" A man in Health discharges bis urine six times 
in twenty-four hours." — Boekhaave on Lues, trans- 
lated by J. Wathen, 8to. 1763, p. 181. 

This ohservation of Boerhaave's may be about the 
average, — but few men make the Bame quantity* of 
water, or pass it at the same number of times, two 
days toother, — this depending on the Quantity 
and Quality of what we drink, the Quantity of 
perspiration and other excretions — Perspiration and 
Urine are in inverse proportion. 

Many men, soon after 40, begin to use greater 
force in passing their Urine, and void it more fre^

-k stxaage streBs has been laid by aome of our Pre- 
decesBOrs on the frequency with which the Bl^ddtr 
wcoiionalhf desires to be emptied; and on the twisted 
or divided appearance of the stream of urine, which 
have been set down as infallible tokens of Stricture ; 
however, they are often merely an occasional nervous 
«£fection. 

The following Observations may afford eome Com- 
fort to Hypodiondriac G«iUefolks, who fancy they 
mvst have a Stricture if they happeo to notioe what 
we have just msntitmed : — 

The Stream does not depend on the size of the 
Tube through which it passeB, so much as on the 
shape of the Spout it passes 9ut of; — if a person 
has a small meatus, or a long Prepuce, the shape of 
the stream must be as the meatus, or the shape of 
the fold of the prepuce is at the moment, especially 
when the parts are in a collapsed state. 

Moreover, the size of the stream depends also on 
the quantity of Urine in the Bladder: — a strong 
desire to make water will often come on whMi the 
Bladder is not a fourth part fiill— and you are sur- 
prised that it was uneasy from so small a quantity of 
water — but its irritation may be occasioned by the 
fluid secreted being extremely full of salts, and its 
Quality extremely disagreeable to the Bladder, which, 
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therefow, BatutaUy damns that it majF be sened 
with an ^ectment forthwith. 

When TfervonB pereonB are in a languid state, 
their Urine leares them in a ferked, or twistsd, or 
omall, dribbling Btream ; — ^this happens occasionally 
to eveiy body — but not unfrequently to peraons 
who are suffering under fatigue of Body- or Mind. 
Such are apt to immediately go to work with un- 
mercifully Enormous or Caustic Bougies, which 
Dr. Rowley termed the " Opprobrium Chinir- 
gonim," aB. deservedly, as somebody said, that the 
Gout is the " Opprobrium Medicorum." 

" How can any man rationally expect, that exco- 
riation or ulcer, produced by ajlery Caustic, should 
be more easily cured, or leas liable to contraction or 
callosity, than from any other cause \ What magic 
charm can make the Caustic act only on the disewe 
causing the impediment? — Anatomjeal facts after 
death prove the contrary : frightful and fatal denuda- 
tion of parts has been perceived, iriiea too late to 
be remedied." — Dr. Rowlzt's C^^ciU RieaMiu 
agamst Cattstk, S^. p. 5. — See Sir Anthokt Ca!i- 
lisle's Paper on the Vst of Caustic im StrKturtof 
the Umkm, in the 3d tcJ. of the Medical and Phy- 
tiaa JmtrfwUfor April 1800, No. XIV. p. 289. 

" The ri^ of injuring the contiguou parts, even 
iriten the CimsHc is guuded in the most cautious 
manner, is evideaUy »o great, ai must for ever p^- 
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rent the practice from gettiDg into general use." — 
B. Bell's Surgery, 8to, 1796, vol. vi. p. 305. 

" The use of Caustic should never be adopted on 
slight ^uods, even in cases which do not yield to 
Bougies." — J. Wilson on Ike Urinary Organs, 
p. 385. 

" Every Surgeon of experience knows, that not 
one Stricture in ten requires the application of 
Cavstk" — T. LvxuoHE on Strictures, 8vo. 1812, 
p. 5. 

" Infinite mischief is every day done by the rude 
and violent introduction of Bougies, Sounds, Cathe- 
ters, &c. into the human Urethra; but the misery 
which has been brought upon mankind by Caustic is 
beyond belief! !l" — Medico- Chirurgical Review for 
October 1818, p. 208. 

" The same Stricture is not at all times equally 
bad ; for we find that in warm weather it is not near 
■o troublesome as in cold. 

" These changes are often very quick. A cold 
day, even an hour of cold weather, shall produce a 
diange in them ; and the same stricture is almost 
always worse in winter than in summer. It is 
also increased by drinking, violent exercise, and by 
the retention of urine, ailer an inclination to void it 
has been felt. This last cause is often so great, as to 
produce a total stoppage for-a time. 

" It is supposed by many, that strictures arise from 
the use of injections in the cure of Oonorrhixa; but 
ihis opinion appears to be founded in prejudice ; for 
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I have seen as many stricturu after GtMitHrboea ihat 
have been cured without iDJections, aa after those 
cured with them." — J. Hunter on Ven. Dis, pp. 1 14 
and 115. 

Sir £. Home, in p. 34 of his Easay on Strictures, 
informs us, that — 

" To detennine, with precision, the length, as well 
as width, of the Urethra, I took exact casta of it 
in wax, atietching it in the dead body as much as it 
would readily bear; in this way I procured a bougie 
or the Biz£ of the Urethra. T%e subjects from which 
these casts were taken, were of different ages, one was 
between 70 and 80, the other 30 ; in both of them 
the penis was of a small size, and the external orifice 
at the glans unusually small, in the collapsed state. 
The length of the canal corresponded exactly 

in both casts ; from the external orifice to 

the neck of the bladder was 9 inches.
